GIBBONS MAY BE POPE 


OLD WORLD DIPLOMATS AL- 


READY DISOUSSING HIM. 
INFLUENCE SAID TO _ BE 
PREPARED TO ELECT OARDINAE’ 
GIBBONS TO THE CHAIR OF PETER. 
Roms, June 6—Who will be the next Popet 
That isthe question which all Europe is now 
considering. There is really no sovereign in 
the world whose acts are of the international 
character of the Pope’s, and the death of Leo 
XIII. to-morrow would create a stir which 
would attract the attention of Americans more 
than any event that has oecurred within the 
memory of the present generation. Why? 


‘Well, it is more than possible that European 


jealousies, no less than the present situation 
of the Vatican, would dictate the election of 
the American Cardinal, Archbishop Gibbons 
of Baltimore, to the chair of Peter. 

Thatis the consensus of opinion here, and 
the reasons advanced aré lucidly condensed by 
a Roman prelate, whose position prevents the 
publication of his name, which I send you in 
confidence as a guarantee of the authority 
that brings the United States into such promi- 
nencein the Old World’s affairs. Tne Pope is 
not very strong, and reliable reports state that 
his wiry frame cannot much longer endure the 
strain of his age and cares. 

“Take a glance atthe situation in Europe 
to-day,” said my Roman informant, “ and mark 
it well. Germany is opposed te all things 
French; France toall things German. Under 
the Concordat France has the privilege to pro- 
test against the election of certain canaidates. 
The privilege is rarely exercised, and the Car- 
dinals*®are not bound to obey it; but, ander 
present circumstances—when every force must 
be utilized in the etruggle for the restoration of 
the temporal power—it would be obeyed. Ger- 
many’s candidates rejected, policy would com- 
pel the Cardinals to ignore France’s claims, for 
Germany cannot be offended. Cardinal Howard 
is afflicted with mental troubles, and the two 
other English Cardinals are placed beyond con- 
sideration by their age—Newman being eighty- 
eight and infirm, and Manning eighty-one.” 
‘But there are the Italian Cardinals?” 

*“‘Of course; butdo yeu not know that they 
are old men—at least all the Cardinals whose 
lives and labors single them eut fer considera- 
tion? Simeoni, Parocchi, Schiaffino, Rampolla, 
San Felice, and Vanutteli are the only Italian 
candidates whose names suggest Papal honors. 
But if you review the history of each, you will 
find that as Nuncios to France or Germany they 
have earned the mistrust of either country on 
account of past official relations, Cardinal San 
Felice alone excepted. But he, too, is out of 
the question.” 

“Would any Government object to him?’ 
asked THE Times's correspondent, wondering 
where the difficulties were going to end. 

“Well, to tell you the truth, there neve. 
before was a time when Italian Cardinals were 
ineligable from political circumstances. France 
has to-day nine Cardinals in the Sacred College, ’ 
a very unusual number, caused by the fact tha; 
in addition to the prelates selected by the Pope, 
the French Government insisted on the elevation 
of Mgr. Foulon, Archbishop of Lyons. This gives 


you an idea of the importance attached to the 
next conclave, and a further illustration is to be 
had in the official announcement that President 
Carnot will receive the berettas from the Pope 
and in person present them to the three new 


French Cardinals.” 


“But what bas this to do with the orposition 
to an Italian candidate?” waa the query. 
The prelate smiled, evidently amused at what 


r he thought an Américan’s lack. of perception. 


“Well,” was the answer, ‘ France and Italy 
cross: The statements just made show that the") 
French Cardinals will go into the ‘conclave as 
Frenchmen and to oppose’ ‘any sélection that 
might be objectionable ‘to France and conse- 
re. prejudicial to the interests of the Holy 
See. hrough treaty with the Emperor of 
China the Vatican enjoys a protectorate in the 
East. This formerly belonged to France ana 
carries with it vast commercial privileges. Is 
it surprising that France feara a transfer of 
this to Italy, amerg other considerations, in re- 
turn for the restoration of temporal power! 
France still enjoys the privileges, and this is 
only one instance where complications might 
arise.” 

‘and all this leads you to believe that the 
only compromise is an American Cardinal— 
Gibbons, for instance ?”’ 

“Exactly; and I predict that under his ad- 


ministration the Roman question would be set- 


tled. The European Governments are eonsid- 
erably perturbed over the possibilities of the 
conelave, and would certainiy unite in offering 
inducements to Italy to grant a certain terri- 
tory to the Pepe, in which he would be 4 sov- 
ereign, perfectly free and independent, untram- 
meled by allegiance to any one Government. 
There is none with whom negotiations could be 
carried on better than with a citizen of the 
great Republic of the West. I would like to see 
him Pope myself; wouldn't you ?”’ 

“Certainly,” was the newspaper man’s reply 
as he added that he always was anxious to see 
the United States come out ahead, no matter in 
what contest ran the candidate who wore the 
American colors—red, white, and blue. 


INSULTED IN THE CHAMBER. 
FERRY ALLOWED TO SPEAK ONLY 
AFTER OFFENSIVE SHOUTS. 

Paris, June 6.—In the debate on the educa- 
tional budget the rising of ex-Premier Ferry to 
address the House caused a great uproar. A 
member of the Right shouted: ‘The blood of 
the Tonquin dead chokes you!" and many simi- 
lar cries were heard. M. de Cassagnac advised 
the House to submit and listen. ‘We swallow’ 
our disgust!” exclaimed M. Bourgeois, a Deputy 
for the Department of Vendée, Finally, on the 
demand of the President, order was restored 
and M. Ferry proceeded with his remarks. He 
dealt entirely with educational and religious 
matters. He said he desired to see peace be- 
tween Church and State, and he spoke in behalf 
of the retention of the Public Worship Depart- 
ment. He was muon interrupted during his 
speech. 

Two hundred and fifty members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies have signed w response to the 
memorial sent by 263 members of the British 
House of Commons to President Carnot in re- 
lation to the absence of Lord Lytton, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, at the opening of the Paris 
Exposition. The response expresses gratitude 
for the assurance of sympathy for France, 
which the memorial contained, and utters the 
hope that those who signed it will join in an in- 
ternational parliamentary conference on the 
29th inst., at which authorized representatives 
of public opinion may unite to chase away the 
threats darkening the political horizor. 

During the discussion of the budget in the 
Chamber of Deprties to-day M. Dreyfus moved 
that the sum of 3,000,000f, be added to the eatl- 
mates for the secret service. He sald that the 
recent revelations showjng how ready the Ger- 
man Goverpment was tb expend money in buy- 
ingan English journal, clearly demonstrated 
that Germany’s idea of warfare was not merely 
a question of cannon balls.

MEXICO AND JAPAN. 


A TREATY BETWEEN THE TWO NATIONS 
WHICH PROMISES GREAT RESULTS. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The treaty that was 
negotiated here last Winter between Mexico 
and Japan by Sefior Don Matias Romero, Mex- 
1can Minister, and Mr. Munemitsu Mutsu, 
Japanese Minister to Washington, on behalf of 
their respective Governments, wus returned to 
them to-day, with the approval of the Execu- 
tives of the two countries, and was fermally 
ratified and concluded. 

This is the first treaty in which a Western 
Government fully and unconditionally recog- 
nizes the independent autonomy of Japan; and 
Mexico, in conceding so much, establishes the 
tirst claim to Japan’s geod will. By this treaty 


the system of extra-territorial jurisdiction is 
done away with, and Mexican citizens in Japan 
are made subjeet to the Japanese laws and judi- 
cial tribunals. Mexico also renounces ioterfer- 
ence withthe commercial rights of Japan and 
disclaims any intention to demand fixed cue- 
tome duties, as the European powers and the 
United States do. As compensation for thus 
conceding sovereign rights to Japan, Mexico ob- 
tains free ingress for all her citizens to every 
part of Japan, with privileges of trade and 
residence throughout the country. Authority 
is also given them to undertake large industrial 
enterprises—from which all foreigners have 
neretofore been rigidly excluded, as an ingvita- 
ble consequence of their exemption “from 
Japanese jaws, and their refusal to submit to 
the jurisdiction of Japanese courts. 

It 18 very likely that this treaty will’soon be 
followed by a similar one between Japan and 
the United States. The draft of a new treaty is 
now in the hands of the State Department, and 
is receiving the consideration of the Adminis- 
tration. It was drawn up by Count Okuma, the 
Japanese Minister of Foreign Affairs, and R, B. 
Hubbard, the United States Minister to Tokio, 
It is extremely moderate on Japan's side, claim- 
ing mueh lees than is accorded by Mexico in 
the compact just ratified; but it also points.to 
Japanese autonomy in the near future, and pro- 
vides for: participation by the oitizens of this 
compet in the privileges secured to the Mex- 
cans.

SHAITLEH IN ASHES, 


MOST OF THE CITY DESTROYED. BY 
FIRE—LOss, $8,000,000. 

81, PavL, Minn., June 6.—General Superin- 
tendent Ainslee of the Northern Pacific received 
a@ telegram from the company’s representative 
at Tacoma at 10 o’olock to-night stating that 
the major portion of the city of Seattle had been 
destroyed by tire. Dennys Hill, the residence 
portion of the city, is in smoking ruins. Three 
of the four publie schools—the North, Central, 
and Jackson-street—are burned as well as 
eleven of the twenty-three churches in the city. 
The Union and Rainer Club buildings are burn- 
ing, a8 are the banks of Dexter, Horton & Co., 
the Puget Sound National, First and Merchants 
National. 

The flames reached Fryo’s Opera House, the 
finest on the coast, and nearly all the large 
warehouses between Columbia and Mill streets 
are burning and cannot be saved. The tele-

further communication. 

A steamer has just left Tacoma with all the 
fire apparatus of thatcity. The loss up to the 
present is estimated at $8,000,000, ana there is 
no telling what it will be. 

SEATTLE, Washington Territory, June 6.—Fire 
broke out at 2 P. M, to-day in the Pontius Build- 


ing, on Front-street, and by 4:30 P. M. was rag- 
ing over a district of five or six blocks with tre- 
mendous furv. The wind was from the north, 
and the direction of the fire was along the water 
on Fropt-street and from the waterfront to the 
big brick block between Columbia and San 
Francisco streets. 

The indications were that the whole business 
portion of the city would be swept away in- 
volving a loss of millions. The magnificent 
Sau Francisco store und the stores in row were 
en fire and the whole big block seemed doomed 
The local firemen were helpless in the faceo 
the calamity and telegraphed in all directions 
for aid. : 

At 4:30 P. M. the fire was rushing through 
the heart of the city. To add tothe perila 
smart breeze began blowing off the bay, fan- 
ning the flames and about the same time a 
thousand feet of hose was caught in.the ad- 
vaneing blaze and destroyed. 

The Opera House block. the block opposite, all 
the warehouses at the foot of Columy-street, 
and also the great group of buildings in the rear 
of the Post Intelligence newspaper office were 
now burning. The people in the Yester Block, 
occupied by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and the Post Intelligence, were hurriedly 
moving out. At this writing the Western 
Union had but one wire undisturbed, over 
which this dispatch was being sent. 


Seattle is the county seat of King County, 
Wasbingten Territory, and is situated on Seattie 
Bay, on the east side of Puget Sound.

MR. SULLIVAN MUST ACCOUNT. 


HIS GAMBLING TRANSACTIONS 
CLAN-NA-GAEL MONEY. 
Curcaco, June 6.—The Cronin inquest de- 
veloped nothing new to-day and, in the main, 
very little that was interesting. The name of 
Alexander Sullivan was mentioned less fre- 
quently than yesterday or Tuesday, chiefly be- 
cause the inauiry was directed toward Camp 


20.of the Clan-na-Gael, of which Cronin 
was a member, and the farcical trial for treason 
to which he was subjected by that body. It

Cronin was tried: was réading in his capa 


secret cireniar sent out by an Eastern camp that 
had been broken up. The Trial Committee was 
composed of L. R. Buckley, Dan Coughlin, 
Frank Murray, John F. O’Malley, J. J. Cunea, 
und another man. 

At this trial as well as at all times since, 
Coughlin showed his bitter eumity for Cronin, 

et the doctor never expressed any fear of him. 

he only man Dr. Cronin feared was Alexander 
Sullivan, 

Capt, Thomas F. O’Connor, the man whom it 
was said Dr. Cronin saved from a mission of 
destruction to which he had been appointed by 
Alexander Sullivan, told something about this 
incident. He said: “One morning in the early 
partof 1885 aman came into my office and 
banded me his card. I read 1t and he introduced 
himself and then told me that several men were 
to be seut across the water and that I might ex- 
pect to be called on to go with them. I had a 
talk with him and I made an appointment to 
meet him the next Wednesday night. The next 
day [went to see Dr. Cronin and Itold him 
what message I hadreceived. He teld me not 
to go; that there were enough good lrishmen 
behind English bars already, and for me to stay 
out of it.” 

“Did you take Dr. Cronin’s advice?’ Mr. 
O’Connor smiled and looked around as he 
answered: ‘I think I did.” 

A. J. Ford testified that he was Senior Guard- 
ian of Camp 20 until last January, when he 
was succeeded by John F. Beggs. The Coroner 
tried to locate some one from whom he might 
force an account of the alleged trial heia in 
Camp 20, at which Dr. Cronin was tried as a 
British spy and condemned to death, in pursu- 
ance of which sentence the doctor’s dead boay 
was thrown ic the Lake View catcn basin. No 
order for any trial. was received, nor was any 
triai so held while Mr. Ford was Senior Guard- 
ian of Camp 20. None such had been heid sinee 
his withdrawal from office, neither had there 
been any private trial nor any meeting of a set 
or clique of the camp to try Dr. Cronin after a 
manner of their own. 

The persistence with which the Coroner put 
questions on this point to the witnesses shows 
that the police have pretty positive proof that 
such a trial was had and as uw consequence of it 
Dr. Cronin was murdered. John F. Beggs, the 

resent Senior Guardian, swore that no trial of 

r. Cronin bad beep had. His evidence was 
given in a nervous way that did not dissipate 
previous impressions on that point, 

The evidence presented today proved that 
although Sullivan risked exormous amounts 
during the years 1882 and 1883, the total 
amount lost by bim was only $5,000. Although 
this looks a little favorable for Mr, Sullivan in 
one way, it is damuging to him in another, It 
proves that he did not lose the funds, aud it 
also roves that he used them in private 
gambling speculation, a serious charge enough 
in all conscience, In addition to this the men 
now in charge of the investigation will, it is be- 
lieved, produce convincing proof that although 
Sullivan succeeded in pulling most of the mone 
out of the wolrlpool of spedulation upon while 
he had launched it he never turned it back to 
its legitimate channel. 

* We vill show that the money that Alexander 
Sullivan then abstracted from the treasury of 
the Clan-na-Gael was never returned to it,” said 
one of those gentiomen at the adjournment of 
the inquiry to-day. It 18 believed it can be 
shown that Sullivan speculated after 1883, 
but that be carried un his operations through a 
reverend gentleman who lent the mantie of bis 
name to cover up Mr. Sullivan’s doings. 
Whether this will be disclosed during the in- 
quest or reserved for the trial caanot now be 
stated. ; 

‘Yhe statement is made on good autbority that 
the Clan-na-Gael friends of Dr. Cronin who 
have been so loudly calling for a full expoaure 
have suddenly bucked down. Luke Dillon, it is 
asserted, seems to bave entirely lost his 
desire: to have the secrets of the society 
thrown open, and it is said that the order 
has gone forth that there must be more reti- 
cence on the part of members of the order who 
are suinmoned as witnesses. If this be true it 
would account’ for the difference in character 
of the testimony brought out to-day and that of 
the day previous.

PERIL AFTER THE FLOOD 


FROM JOHNSTOWN DOWN TO 
THE OHIO VALLEY. 


CONTAMINATED WATER AND DEATH-' 
BEARING ODORS. 


THE SANITARY AUTHORITIES HAMPERED: 
BY PEOPLE’S NEGLECT, A LACK OF: 
DISINFECTANTS, AND TOO FEW 
SKILLED ASSISTANTS—RAPID WORK 
IN REMOVING THE WRECKAGE— 
STILL FINDING AND’ BURYING 
BODIES. 


JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—The certainty of the 
towns along the Conemaugh and Allegheny Val- 
eys being subjected to ravages ofan epidemic 
of typhus, or at least ty phoid, fever this Summer 
has been doubly assured by the course pursued 
by the persons who are now engaged in oclear- 
ing the débris if the river at Johnstown. 

Over an area of nearly three acres, in the end 
of the city and directly north of Main-street, are 
pitched quite fifty tents, occupied by relief 
corps from several cities in Southwestern Penn- 
sylvia. Curious to record, there are a number 
of women and children in this camp, while the 
temporary town is occupied by a floating popu- 
latfon of quite twenty thousand. The flood de- 
prived the entire district of any system of 
drainage, even the cesspools being destroyed. 
The river now flows over several hundreds of 
putrifying bodies, besides acting as‘a sewer for 
the entire distriet. The Conemaugh is a tribn- 
tary of the Allegheny River, which in turn sup- 
plies most of the water used in Pittsburg and 
Allegheny, as well as the smaller towns of 

Braddock, Brinton, Wall, Greensburg, and 
Blairsville. In all, the number of persons the 
river supplies with water is nearly four hun- 
dred thousand, 

With this great district in which to spread 
contagion and pestilenve, the State Board of 
Health is peculiarly indifferent to the condition 
of affairs in Johnstown. The district which is 
being cleared is part of the most thickly-popu- 
lated of the town which was overflowed. There 
has been no effort made to dig below the surface 
of the city as it was left by the deluge, and 
from the fact that, in the immediate vicinity, 
bodies have been found in the débris at the rate 


of five an hour, the logical inference is that in all 
likelihood there are scores of bodies mixed 
with the heavy timbers and other wreekage 
which were driven down upon the town by the 
flood and then covered with a thick layer of 
mud from the river bottom. Thus at a distance 
of not more than two feet below the surface 
there are corpses which will be a continual 
merace to the health of any person who re- 
mains in the vicinity. This piot ‘already is 
nothing more than a neglected Potter’s Field, ’, 

Dr, Lee of the State board of Health, agsist-- 
ed by a number of volunteers, is working hard 
to smother any awakening of pestilence, but 
he needs a corps of physicians who are experi- 
enced in 6 EE caused by infection. Such 
men may he readily obtained in the force of the 
Board of Health of the various large citiea of 
the country, ana should be secured by the 
State authorities. Dr. Lee and his associates 
made & house-to-house inspection of the upper 
part of the city to-day and a woeful state or af- 
fairs was discovered. In many houses thir- 
teen and fourteen persons were found living in 
a@single room. In mauy houses it was discov- 
ered that the windows were tightly closed to 
keep out the stench of decaying bodies and ani- 
mals. 


THE NEED OF DISINFECTANTS. 

To add to the’ difficulties and to increase of 
danger, the gupply of disinfectants is inade- 
quate. The supply on hand has beén exhausted, 
and Dr, Lee has: telegraphed to-the Surgeon 
General of the United States to send some at 


-once. He reoeivéd areply that all tne disin- 


fectants availabie, three carloads, had been sent 
and were now on the way. This will not be 
one-tenth part of the quantity which will be 
required. Dr. Lee said that there were two car- 
loads at Ebensburg from Philadelphia, and that 
they would arrive to-morrow. 

Another requisite for disinfection is tar. 
There are many bonfires ablaza now, but their 
smoke has no quality for good. The odor which 
would arise trom the burning tar would, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lee, be of incalculable value to 
the hill dwellers, as well as to the temporary 
residents of the aestroyed city. 

That the danger from the poisoned water is 
fully appreciated in Pittsburg is evidenced this 
morning by the distribution efa warning issued 
by the President of the local Board of Health, 
instructing the citizens that henceforth they 
should filter and boil the water needed for 
/household purposes before it is used. The cir- 
cular thus distributed says the necessity for 
these Ve ele is imperative, for already the 
the Allegheny River water is unfit to drink. 
The result is that water is not so popular in the 
prohibition-leavened city of Pittsburg as it has 
been. 


CLEARING AWAY THE DEBRIS. 


OVER 7,000 MEN AT WORK REMOVING 


THE HUGE PILES OF WRECKAGE. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—Tbree thousand work- 
men were let loose in devastated Johnstown at 
6:30 o’clock this morning with pisk, shovel, 
spade, saw, and axe, and within a few minutes 
a score of bonfires were burning all over the 
town and the work of rehabitation was under 
full sway. Gangs of workmen, from ten toa 
hundred in number, began operations in every 
pile of dépris intown. By noun a clear swath 
had been made through the business part of 
the town, and many tensof dépris were con- 
sumed. Every hour, however, brought fresh 
details of workmen from adjacent towns and 
eounties. The town jumped forth with fresh 
vigor, and the despondent business men took 
fresh courage. : 

Within the past two days the appearance of 
the, place has changed materially. It is now 
comparatively easy work to get about, except 
at the point down toward Kernville and apout 
the temporary station near the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railway. At these points the débris and 
wreckage are piled in places, from fifteen to 
fifty feet high. Street lines are obliterated and 
for acres itis impossible to meve about with 
safety. Messrs. Burns and Fiynn, the Pitta- 
bure contractors, have. undertaken: to clear 
away the wreckage, and have employed, out- 
side the 5,000 volunters, over 2,000 workmen, 
50 carts, 100 teams, and five hoisting engines. 
In all there are; over 500 carts and teams at 
work andas imany moreare expected py to- 
morrow. A large stable, capable of containing 
over 2,000 horses, is under process of con- 
struction in the rear of the Baltimore and Ohio 
station. 

When it is considered that Tuesday there 
were only three houses left in town, the enter- 
prise and activity of those having this matter 
in charge can be all the more readily appre- 
ciated. To feed this army of 7,000 workmen in 
addition to the 13,000 residents, is a task re- 
quiring the highest order of ability. The State 
Government has contributed 1,500 tents, which 
have been placed on the flat for the accommo- 
dation’ of the workmen. Here they are also 
fed.. One of the sights of the town is when the 
meal hour 1s announced. The rush for thé table 
casts the Oklahoma boom all in the shade. 
There igs no ceremony. no order; first come 
first served. They are supplied with fresh 
meat, ham, cabbage, coffeo, and bread and 
butter. The number represents the size of a 
division in the army. Many of the residents of 
the town who have no place to cook food, even 


if they had money to procure it, are not be- 
neath taking their meals at these tables, Well- 
dressed ladies and refined-iooking men are seen 
at almost every table eating from the rough 
plates. It is better than any other food to be 
procured tn the town. 

A serious outbreak has occurred in the sup- 
ply department. For two days complaints have 

een, made that discrimination was practiced 
by the clerks in» favor of their friends and 
against poor people. The complaints have gen- 
erally nad suvetantial founaation. Thecommis- 
a department bas been badiy mismanaged, 
and the committee has displayed t evi- 
dence of in t , This morning a uty 
Bheriff. into Chairman Scott's de- 
clared that he was disgusted with, the 
who. refused food to i 
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quaintances, and, throwing his shield on the 
table, exclaimed, “{f am done with this busi- 
ness! 

GUARDING AGAINST TROUBLE. 

Saturday will be pay day here. The thousands 
of workmen here and the Cambria Iron Works 
hands will all be paid off. In anticipation of this” 
event many enterprising individuals have 
graspea the opportunity to lay in a large supply 
of rum—particularly of a cheap baand. The 
authorities have been aware since yesterday 
that rum was coming in surreptitiously, and, in 
consequenee, an order was forwarded this 
morning to the Eighteenth Regiment, whose 
headquarters are at Pittsburg, to report here 
to-morrow. Notrouble is expected, but Gen. 
Hastings believes that to be forewarned and 
forearmed are infinitely superior te negiect. 
Sunday 1s a day of rest and the workmen can 
procure the liquor if they so desire. The people 
who have the stuff to sell do not ee to sell 
it openly; they do not dare risk that. But they 
can manage to introduce it surreptitiously in 
flaske, and thatis what the autberities appre- 
hend. Gen. Wiley, commander of the Second 
Brigade, with his staff, is here, and will remain 
until next week. 

All the débris ig expected to be removed with- 
in three weeks. Contractor Flynn, who has 
made a careful estimate, reports that at least 
$500,000 will be required for this purpose. 

The TuMks’s correspondent has been for three 
days sounding the business wen for estimates 
of the probable loss to the city, and the amounts 
range from $3,000,000, the lowest, to $15,000,- 
000, the highest. Many business men have re- 
covered large quantities of their steck from 
stores that have not been totally destroyed. 

The workmen come.across many new and 
nique sights In the course of their explora- 
tions. Lerge mirrors and clocks, covered with 
mud, were frequently .brought out of the 
wreckage not injured in the least. Any quan- 
tity of vases and bric-a-brac have been recov- 
ered unbroken. At Main and Franklin streets a 
tin sign marked ‘‘ Broad-street” was picked up, 
having drifted two miles. At the intersection 
ef the same streets a large double frame house, 
the sere floors; intact, the lower floor} chokea 
with débris, was torn apart with ropes, having 
been swept down from Cenemaugh. Scarcely a 
window on the top floor was broken. A baby 
about three years of age was found clutching a 
glass marble in her tiny hand. 


HEROISM AND FORTITUDE. 

Every day brings forward some new evidence 
of heroism. Mr. J, M. Fronhejser, one ef the 
Superintegdents in the Cambria Iron Works, lived 
on Main-street. His house was one of the first 
to go, and he himself, his wife, two daughters, 
son and baby were thrown into the raging tor- 


rent. His wife and eldest daughter were lost. 
He, with the baby, reacned a place of safety, 
and his ten-year-old boy and twelve-year-old 
girl floated near enough to be reached. He 
caught the little girl, but she cried: 

* Let me go, papa, and save brother; my lez 
is broken and my foot is caught below.” 

When he told her he was determined to res- 
cue her, she.exclaimed: 

“Then, papa, get a sharp Knife and cut my 
leg off. I can stand it.” 

The little fellew cried to his father: “ You 
can’t save me, papa. Both my feet are caught 
fast and [can’t hold out any longer. Please 
got a pistol and shoot me.” 

Capt. Gageby of the army and some neighbors 
helped tu rescue both children. The girl dis- 
played Spartan fortitude and piuek. All night 
jong she layin a bed without a mattress or 
medical attention in a garret, the water reach- 
ing to the floor below, without a murmur or a 
whimper. In the morning she was carried 
down stairs, her leg dangling under her, but 
when she saw her father at the foot of the stairs 
she whispéred to Capt. Gageby: 

** Poor papa; he is so sad.” Then, turning to 
her father, she threw a kiss with her band and 
laugningly said: ‘‘Good morning, papa; I’m 
all right.” 

Tne plucky little thing is getting along hand- 
somely, and the boy has as yet suffered no 1ll 
conseyuences from his immersion.

Gen. Hastings took charge. Word was passed 
that only passes signed by him would go. They 
did uot, for Mr, shertff again wielded his au- 
thority. A countersign was introduced for nse 
after dark. But aperson who had the counter- 
sign and had not the Sheriff’s pass quickly found 
himself in deep water. The Sheritf wus par- 
ticularly careful in scrutinizing New-York 
newspaper men.

r. T, M. Carrington of the Revenue Marine 
Hospital, Pittsburg, who was ordered here by 
Surgeon General Hamiiton, has been out over 
the devastated district destroying dead animals. 
In conversation with a TimEs correspondent he 
said that the Sanitary corps had begun a regular 
daily inspection of the town. In consequence 
of its overcrowded condition it was necessary 
to be particularly vigilant. In response to ques- 
tions he said that the diseases, likely to be en- 
gendered from the condition under which Jobns- 
town now 18 are typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
and diphtheria. He believed that with vigor- 
ous measures all danger of contagion would be 
removed, There were several cases of typhoid 
fever already tn town and several cages of diph- 
theria. The present sanitary condition of the 
city was not productive of good health, The 
people were packed elosely together, were care- 
less and irregular in their habits, and disre- 
garded all sanitary laws, 

Tne Baltimore and Ohio Railway has cleared 
its track from its temporary station to the old 
-one, and Superintendent Patten says he can

FOR THE INJURED AND DEAD. 


PICKING OUT THE BODIES—TWO DE- 
VOTED BANDS OF HELPERS. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—The district where there 
were s0 many bodies found yesterday was again 
attacked this morning, with results not so truit- 
ful of discovery as before, but yet significant of 
the numbers of the dead who are atill in the 
débris, The workingmen began at the upper 
end of the central division of Main-street and 
proceeded into the wreckage toward Dr. Le- 
man’s house. The quality of iron feund would 
indicate that much of the railway supplies 
atored above Johnstown, en the Conemaugh, 
had been carried down by the deluge, anda 
large part haa been landed at various points 


along Main-street. There were several light 
iron girders, too, which apparently came frem 
some adjacent brick building whieh had been 
demolished. 

The workmen found at first the body of a 
woman beneath asort of arch which kept most 
of the weight from heft. In her arms, closely 
clasped, was a child “f about two years, whose 
face wae 0 ily slightly bruised,and which retained 
much of its prettiness. The two were lifted 
reverently and carried to the Fourth Ward 
schoolhouge morgue. Within a short distance 
of these two bodies, which afterward »roved to 
be those of Miss Emma Brown and alittle 
niece, were discovered Henry Ludwig, 
a barber, witn his back brogen, but 
showing little other injury; Adolph Nathan, 
Mrs. Thomas Brown, who was dressed as 
though for a visit, and ® young son of Mrs, 
Thomas Howe.

beam bad crushed her right leg. Jacob Maitzie, 
@ butcher, was crashed from his waist down, 
but scarcely a scratch showed on his body. 
Vincent D. Quimm was discovered clucten- 
ing a-handful of Ss and a woman's purse, 
His death was probably by suffocation. ‘Beside 


him, lying on nis back, with one side of his head 


crushed in, was Leon Benford, a young law 
student, who was about to begin practice when 
the fiood came. Then a little girl baby was 
found in its swaddling clothes, and her poor 
little dead face was very, very dirty with mud. 
In a group were discovered the bodies of A. 
Montgomery, a carpenter, an old lady who wa 
but little disfigured, and George W. Warteyer. 

The bodies were taken, one by one, to the 
Morgue headquarters, where they were identi- 
tied within ree hdurs after their arrival. 
Corpses were being found in all parts of the 
city, bat the number from the Main-street pile 
was the greatest. 

The burials go forward with a sad regularity 
in the now large graveyard on Prospect Hill. 
The surroundings of acenery could not be more: 
beautiful, but the broad slope of green is dis- 
figured, though made sacred, by the deep 
trenches wherein ile the nameless dead. As 
yet few, if any, services are said over the 
graves. But Roman Catholic priests, in their 
clerical costume, are met by the score in al- 
most every quarter of the city. Sisters, too, 
are there, and their caim faces and tender 
hands are obDiessed wherever they are 
seen or felt. The intiuence of these women is 
one of the most gracious things to be observed. 

uarrelsome workingmen never continue their 

sputes when they pass by. 

With these women there is a band of young 
men who share the respect of all who are in 
this town. Their headquarters are in the Bed. 
ford-Street Hospital, and their work cannot be 
estimated in the value of the good it has done 
These young men came here voluntarily to do 
nurse duty, but found they could be of better 
advantage in carrying the wounded to the hos- 
pital and from the latter to the trains, where 
they are shipped to Pittsburg. The corps hag 
scoured the country for miles around and 
brought in the wounded to the hospital, where 
they could be treated properly. They have 
traveled all over the mountains where it was 
thought any injured persons were lying. In ¢ 
number of cases they carried wounded mer 
eight, nine, and ten miles on a streteher when 


‘the roads were impassable by teams. As soun 


as possible the injured are taken to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad station and sent te 
either the Mercy vr Homeopathic Hospitais ir 
Pittsburg. 

The hospitalisinan cid rink, on the Bedford 
Pike, which has been transformed into an in- 
viting retreat. Upon enterirg the door the vis 
itor finds bimself in # small room, to one side oi 
whieh is attached the general consulting room. 
On ‘the other side, opposite the hall, is the 
apothecary’s department, where the prescrip 
tions are filled as carefully as they would be ai 
a first-class druggist’s. Intherearof the med- 
foine department and the general consultation 
room are the wards. There aretwo of them— 
one for the male, the other for female sufferers. 
A long, high, heavy curtain divides the wardg 
and insures as much privacy as the most mod. 
est person would wish. Along the wallain both 
wards are ranged the regulation hospital beds 
— plenty of clean and comfortable bed cloth 
ng.

THE CITY REVIVING. 


GENERAL ACTIVITY IN PUTTING THINGS 
TO RIGHTS AGAIN. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—To-day has been a hope- 
ful one for Johnstown. It broke with a cool, 
clear breeze blowing from the westward and a 
bright sun. The beauty of the day seemed to 
take a hold upon the people and work was be- 
gun with great vigor. 

Early in the morning the gang of men who 
have the heap of aébris at the bridge in. charge 
turned to it with pick and shovel and began to 
do the best they could to loosen the mass. A 
youth in long rubber boots juggled dynamite 
cartridges as if they were no more dangerous 
than eggs. An oid man with a patriarchal beard 
put them in place, and the youth fired them by 
electricity. The dynamite was exceedingly 
useful in suattering large logs which could not 
be hauled out of the jam by railroad derricks. 
The blasting seems to bave caused soae of tha 
mass to move down stream a trifle, juat enough 
to make the “big charred trees stand up more 
conspicuously. 

In the town itself the signs of returning activ- 
ity were rémarwably:- numerous. Indeed, su 
numerous were they that itisno exagveration 
to say that the story of tie ¢reat Jonnstown 
disaster is told. The future will ve oecupied 
with the reviving of the town and the préven- 
tion, if possibie, of disease. In every direction 
to-day men ate hard at work. The débris in 
the city is being pulled apart, gathered in piles, 
and burned. Soldiers ure at work erecting 
tents for laborers, of whom there are 7,000 at 
work. They are under the direction of W. R. 
Jones, Superintendent of Andrew Carnegie’s 
works at Braddock’s. Mr. Jones estimates that 
thirty days will be occupied in cieariug up. At 
the present rate of progress his work In town 
will be done two weeks before the jam at the 
bridge is removed. 

All over the city teams are moving, wagons 
are carting out the gooas from rained stores, 
and loads of soaked and mud@y rubber shoes 
are jostied by gaudy flanneis and neat carpets. 
The blazing fires, the bustle of carting, the 
songs of laborers hauling at ropes, the meas- 
ured tramp of soldiery, the sounding blows of 
busy hammers, and the sharp detonation of 
dynamite, all combine to form a scene full oi 
life and encouragement. Over the river, near 
the Pennsylvania freight depot, a gang of men 
are putting up & substantial wooden bridge 
that will stand heavy traitfic of teams. The men 
are working With a will and the bridge will be 
in operation in two days and a half. At the 
Cambria [ren Works a large force of men ans 
engines is at work, and great progress has been 
made in removing the enormous accumulation 
of heavy wreckage. Near the old Baltimore anil 
Ohio station, in the city, a wooden stable is ve- 
ing erected to shelter 2,000 horses. - This ts the 
first new building that has appeared since the 
disaster. 

Some of the business men of the town have 
plucked up heart and bexun to look about them. 
Jacob Wank & Sons set a good example by hav- 
ing their oWn wagon at work hauling goods out 
of their ruined store. 

Adjt. Gen. Hastings has put all thieves and 
drunken men caught within the last two days 
to work. Reports were received this morning 
trom all the boroughs thgt the peace had not 
been disturbed within twenty-four hours. 

The authorities at present are feediug be- 
tween 10,000 and 15,000 people, and there ts a 
great need of prepared foot. The peopie want 
food which is already for couking and eating and 
not food which requires preparation. Frea 
transportation to Pittsburg has been offered to 
all persons who are destitute, and it is promised 
that they will be taken care of. 

The disease question has become very seri- 
ous. This morning four cases of diphtheria 
among children were discovered, and the doc- 
tors fear that typhoid fever will speedily follow. 
The State Boara of Health has removed its 
quarters to Pittsburg, believing that ite 
work can be much  %0better done xt 
that point. But the sanitary forces here 
are working hard and waing varbolic acid very 
freely. Dr. Singer says that between this place 
and Pittsburg there are about ten thousand 
dead animals scattered along the river banka. 
The State Board of Health will have these 
eremated as fast as possible. 

Clara Barton and a corps of the Red Cross 
Society arrived here yesterday. Adjt. Gen. 
Hastings told them last evening that he would 
have found some use for them if they had been 
laborers, but as nurses he did not need them. 
They were inclined at first to gu home, but 
fipally decided to stay and see what they 
could do, 

At the Requisition Department to-day the 
ehief demand was for shoes, of which the peo- 

le are greatly in need. Three bodies were 

ound at Kornuvilie, up the river, te-day. Thay 
were those of two women and a child, aud have 
not been identified.

GOOD PLAN MARRED BY A RAILROAD 


OFFICIAL’S ARROGANCE. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—For cays this town har 
been thronged with people from distant places, 
some of them sent here by the potty movive of 
curiosity, and others impolled by the purpose tc 
steal whatever valuables they could get hold of. 
At atime when the attention of the honest ia 
taken up by the work of setting things in order 
after an unparalleled calamity, they have pic 
nicked in the ruins, eating sandwiches ard 
drinking liquor in the neighborhood af places 
where the dead are piled in cords. They have 
got in the way of the men working to clear tne 
Tuins, and they have, by their levity and bois. 
terousness, been a source ef disgust to all de- 
cent people who have had work to do and want 
ed to do it. 

The nuisance is now abating. Access to 
Johnstown is denied to all persons who have ro 
proper business here, and thefidlers and thefsus- 
picious persons are being waried to leave ihe 
town. The roads have been picketed for tweaty 
miles around and no person without. a pasé 
trom Gen. Hastings can get by the sentries 
The Pennsylvania Railroad has stopped rus- 
ning regular trains beyond Bolivar Junction. 
The Sheriff of Westmoreland County there 
takes charge of relief trains and allows passax¢

Committee. The Pennsylvania Railroad of 
ficials, representing a corporation which owns 
a State and which does as little as possible to 
assist the people of that State when distress 
comes upon them, give orders to the Sheriff 
and his Deputies, 

The princion of these officials in charge calls 
himself the chief of detectives of the Pennsy)- 
vania Road. He is a remarkably unfit person 
to be intrusted with authority, for he uses it 
without discretion. This person, whose name is 
said te be Houghton, hasa dislike for re rs.

He was milaly told 
that he was something worse than an idiot, 
whereupon, feeling that his dignity was not ap- 
preciated, he threatened to give the reporter ac- 
commodation in a jail. The quarters would 
probably be better than the latter has had for 
about a week, but as there was work for him to 
do elsewhere he did not put the chief of de- 
tectives to the trouble of finding a hotel for 
him, 

it is not strange that the chief of detectives 
should be specially averse to reporters, as at 
the present time the Pennsylvania Ratiroad has 
done all in its power to prevent them from get- 
ting at the facts respecting the disaster. It was 
from the railroad company that the South 
Fork Hunting and Fishing Clubof Pittsburg 
purchased the water rights at Lake Conemaugh 
including the dam, and it was upon the repeated 
guarantees of that company and its engineers 
that the club depended for the safety of the 
work which has gone to pieces and assisted to 
xill 10,000 men, women, and children, and 
destreyed millions of dollars worth of property. 
It is a question whether the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road has a legal right to step running trains for 
the accommodation of travelers at Bolivar 
when its road is open to Jotnstown. [tis nv 
part of the police force of the State. Its duty 
is to carry travelers. 

Some of the travelers who were stopped by it 
at Bolivar to-day could have got to their homes 
beyond Johnstown easily, but from Bolivar they 
had to take long roundabout ways by wagon, 
One gentleman told me that he had not seen his 
children for weeks, and he was anxious to go to 
Hollidaysburg, where they were, by way of 
Johnstown, He went to the Relief Committee 
at Pittsburg tor a pass. Ahead of him in line 
were three men who had enterea Pittsbur; 
from the West with him, and whom he h 
heard talking about going to Johnstown to see 
the gc They told the committeemen that 
they haa lost friends in the flood, and they im- 
mediately received passes. He told the truth 
about his desire to get to Hollidaysburg via 
Johnstown, atid was refused a pass. He is now 
wandering around over the country, torturing 
himself in the belief that it is better to lie and 
be successful than to tell the truth and fail,

PASSENGERS ON PENNSYLVANIA TRAINS 
TREATED WITH SCANT COURTESY. 

JOUNSTOWN, June 6.—The Pennsylvania Rail- 
way Company to-day distinguished itself by a 
piece of monumental mismanagement end die- 
regard of humanity which was unworthy of so 
greata corporation. It was aided in this by 
some of the agents of the so-called Pittsburg 
Relief Committee and @ man who is known as 
the Sheriff of Westmoreland County, and who 
exercises his brief authority in a manner which 
is not glone offensive but cruel. He was sup- 
ported by about fifty Deputy Sheriffs, who so 
exercised their authority that had it not 
been for some of the wiser heads there would 
have been a serious riot, and a good many 
country Geputies would have had their heads 
broken, 


By some queer mental somersault the au- | 


thorities of Johnstown made up theiraminds 
yesterday that they did not want any more 
sightseers about the ruined city. This change 
trom their original half-hearted protest against 
the presence of thieves and rutfians of ali sorts, 
who came from every district of the United 
States, and their refusal to let the militia do 
guard duty, because it would insult the people 
of Johnetown, who were then many feet below 
the mud of the Conemaugh, was sentin the form 
of a dispatch to the Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittee of Pittsburg. There was ro public an- 
nouncement of it, and the Pittsburg committees, 
with the supreme unconsciousness of important 
details which so often characterizes a volunteer 
organization of any kind, gravely filled the dis- 
patch and went on issuing passes as before to 
such persons as were fortuaate enough to be ac- 
quainted with them. 

The Peunsylvania Railway Company, al- 
though aware that the Jehustown dictator had 
ordered ali trains to be stopped at Bolivar, 
lifty-eight miles from Pittsburg, and that no 
person be allowed to come through without a 
pass from the Pittsburg committee, made no 
provision to inform ali who were interested that 
no trains would be run east of Bolivar. Hence 
the persons who had been compelled to go to itts- 
burg for medicines anf to assemble the friends 
or the relatives of the identified dead, so that 
they might at ieast pay their last re- 
spects to the victims, were entirely unwarned 
when they presented their excursion checks to 
JolLustown, or even when they purchased their 
tickets at the railway office. 

The firs§ train which left the city for Johns- 
town was soon after 5 o’clock, and consisted of 
eight pagsenger coaches filled to overflowing 
with retarning refugees and with other per- 
sons Whose desire to get back here was based 
upon actual necessity. The train made good 
time to Bolivar, arriving there at nearly 8 
o'clock, an extraordjmary record for trains 
these days, There the passengers were hustied 
out of the cars and the empty train proceeded 
back to Braddock. The already miserable men 
and women were left without any shelter, save 
what a tiny station ailorded, and the sharp 
northwest wind cut across them from the bili- 
sides with a fierceness which has given many a 
child its death.cola. Inquiries were made why 
trains were not there to meet them from Johns- 
town. They were informed that the company 
was getting its southern track in trim and that 
the train would be down soon. 


EVEN SURVIVORS INSULTED. 

There were quite forty women, clad very 
thinly, for the addition to the clothing they had 
worn from Johnstown was but very little at 
Pittsburg. There was no food to be had, for 
Bolivar is at best but atiny hamlet, ana all of 
its men are here at work, It was Known that 


there would be another train from Pittsburg at 
8 o’clack, and it was understood this would ar- 
rive at Bolivar by 10 o’clock. The train started 
and agrived under the same circumstances as 
accompanied the first. 

There was no understanding that anything 
save Johnstown passes would be required to 
geton the train which was to carry the two 
heavy loads from Bolivar. At avery few min- 
utes after 11 o’clock atrain of seven cars was 
backed in from the direction of Johnstown. 
On each platform stood three Deputy Sherilfs, 
whw refused even to allow the weary women 
and children to sit upon the steps. ‘ We have 
our orders,” they explained, and prodded the 
poor people, many of whom they Knew as resi- 
dents of this place before its destruction. After 
a delay of half an hour, the Deputy Sheriffs con- 
cluded to open the car doors, and then the rush 
began. People crushed each other in & vain 
etfort to get aboard, and, as the iron work of 
the train was unyielding, there were many 8e- 
verely bruised. Meanwhile the Deputy Sheriffs 
stooa secure on their platferms and laughed 
heartily over the struggle below them. Whea- 
ever any man succeeded, by superior strength, 
in drawing himself out of the jam and climbing 
up on the platform, the Deputy Sheriffs taunt- 
ingly cried, “ Where’s your pass?” and shoved 
him back. 

When the order was given by the chief ruffian 
of this gang to admit the sengers, the men 
inspected each pass and discussed its genuine- 
ness with e¢areless indifference. Those which 
did not seem to them to be good were refused 
with entire carelessness. as to whether they 
were correctin their surmises. Passes bearing 
aby other name than toat of the Chairman of 
the Relief Committee, even though it were that 
or Mr. Scott, were not recognized. By this 
time the train was filled. Thereupon a brake- 
wun of the Pennsylvania Road sauntered aloug 
with @ party of thirty well-dressed men and 
women, who were so evidently sightseers that 
the persons in the ears even remarked it. He 
spoke tothe Sheriff, who observed: ‘* Oh, rail- 
way people. They can go, of course.” 

This i tice was so evident that the crowa 
of 300 or 400 persons hooted him. The Deputy 
Sheriffs made some insulting remarks to two or 
three men who were waiting, and the latter in- 
dicated their willingness to clear the whole 
train of the fellows, The crowd was perfectly 
willing to be led, too, and started for. the 
Deputies, who would have been badly used had 
it net been for the restraining influence of some 
elderly men from Pittsburg, who were on their 
way here to learn the fate of some of their rela- 
tions. 

MAKING WOMEN WEEP. 


As the train started, women and old men ran 
to the Sheriff ané begged him to allow them to 
go to identify their friends, whom they knew 
were in the morgues here. The man was absv- 
jutely heartless, They evon knelt to him, but 


he refused in so curta way that the women 
burst into tears and the men clenched their 


sts. 
The seant courtesy hero was contuated 
after the train got in motion. railway 
officials refused peremptorily to put on any 
more cars, and men and women packed 
like tacks in a box whea the cars froved out of 
Bolivar. the train estopped every 
ew hundred yards to test the track. At New- 
nce the engine was stopped for abaut _ 
hour, because the conductor had forgotten 
get on the train at Bolivar, and scores ef people

LOSING THEIR FAITH. 


SURVIVORS WHO HAVE DRIVEN THE 


CLERGYMEN FROM THEM, 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—The people of Johns- 

town have lost ail their faith in Providence. 
Many of them have thrown away their Bibies 
and, since the disaster, have openly barned 
them, ‘They make no concealment of this. 
_ During the flood, one of the most upright and 
devout merchants in town was rescued as by a 
miracie. He was tlonting on the roof of a house, 
which was whisked around with frightful rapid- 
ity. At every revolution part of the roof was 
knocked away, until but a few shingles were 
left, to which the merebant clung with despora- 
tion, Just as he was on the point of sinking, 
his slight raft was thrown near enough toa 
window to permit some friends to seize him by 
the hand. It was with considerable aifficully 
that he was revived, but as he was lying on the 
bed, a clergyman who was present dropped on 
his knees gud earnestly began to pray. 

“Leave me,” cried the merchant. ‘This is 
no time to pray or to thank Goad. I never want 
to see your face again.” 

A lady who had lost her husband and four 
children was gathering togetier the relics of 
her home when she came across the family 
Bible containing the record of her birth, mar- 
riage, and the births of her children. A strang- 
er happened to pass, and, tearing the records 
out, she proffered the book to him, The man hap- 
pened to be a clergyman. “Do you realize, 
madam, what you are doing?” 

**Perfectly,” was the nepiy. “T have no fur- 
ther use for that book. I have always tried to 
be a consistent Christian woman, I brought up 
my four girls as strictly as I was, but I cannot 
read that book any more.” 4 

The clergyman thouguat the loss of her family 
had turned her head and called the next day. 
She refused te see him. He sent some of her 
triends to see her, bat, after explaining the cir- 
cumstances, she refused to enter into any argu- 


ment. 

Nor are these the only instances. @Mhe promi- 
nence of the ple makes these cases all the 
more discussed and many of the survivors, par- 
ticularly those who had to fight for their lives, 
who saw their houses dashed to pieces and their 
loved ones perish before their eyes, openly fo!- 
low their example. Services wili be held in the 
open airon Sunday and more or less curiosity 
exists to see whether the apostates are as 
numerous as current reports indicate.

THE WRECKED TRAINS. 


THE RAILROAD COMY®ANY NOW ADMITS 
NINETEEN DROWNED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jun 6,—So0 many conflicting 
reports have been published concerning the 
loss of passengers and damage to the trains 
overtaken by the floods at Conemaugh that 
General Manager Pugh was asked to furnish an 
official statement of the exact number of people 
kpown, or presumed, to have been drowned 
from the two sections of the day express, and 
alsoa statement as to what became of the 
trains. Superintendent Pitcairn, at Pittaburg, 
who has had the matter under investigation, 
was communicated with by telegraph and these 
facts were elicited: . 

As near as can be learned, nineteen lives 
were lost; two cars, @ passenger coach, and a 
baggage car, were Washed away. Tne baggage 
ear has been found. The missing coach may 
have been carried down tothe débris at the 
Johnstown bridge. Some hours after the 
flood struck the train three Pullman sleepers 
came in contact with a burning cur of lime and 
were destroyed. Mr. Pitcairn’s investigation 
has been most thorough, and the revised list of 
names of those passengers thought to have 
been iost, as furnished by him,is given below. 
Some of the passengers heretofore mentionea 
as being dead have turned up alive in various 
parte of the country, apd probably some of the 
names new given may be those of persons still 
alive but net yet lecated. 

The names are as follows: Mrs. Taibot anda 
two or three children, Cleveland, Obio; Miss 
Stinson, Norristuwn, Pean,; Cyrus Shick, Read- 
ing, Penn.; John Ross, Pittsburg or fron City;

hia; Mr. Mizell of Newark, N. J.; Mauager 

ansfieid, Ohio Basebail Ciub; Agnés C. Christ- 
man, Beauregard, Miss.; L. Phillips, the colored 
Puliman porter, New-York; Mrs. Swineford and 
daugnter; Mrs. Smith apd child, Dayton, Obie; 
Mies Harnish, Dayton, Ohio; Andrew Ewing, 
Ligonier, Penn.; Miss Muory Swaney, Pleasant 
Gap, Penn. Inthe case of Mrs. Talbot, some 
say she had two children, While others say 
tiere were three. Counting the children as 
two, the above list foots up twenty persons, 
although the railroad company figures it at nine- 
teen. Some of the names were obtained through 
the efforts of friends to trace miseing ones. 

JOHNSTOWR, June 6.—Workmen have located 
the day express which was swept away at Con- 
emaugh. The ruins of the train lie about one 
hundred feet from the fourth buttress from the 
western end of the stone bridge. Parts of the 
parlor cars have to-day been found, as well as 
traces of the passengers. About 9 o'clock to- 
day the bageage of Annie Chism of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., was found. Spe was a missionary 
on her wa to Brazil for the Women’s 
ssionary Bociety of the 
Methodist Chureh. Among her effects was 
a Bidle, and it Was & message to 
be filed at Altoona and addressed to tue 
Methodist Concern, at 20 East Tenth-street, 
New-York, announcing tnat she was on the 
train. Her watch, some money, and a Greek 
Testament were aiso found. It is evident that 
many lives were lost on this train—more than 
at first supposed. The whole train affair is 
stilla mystery. The body of a niceiy-dressed 
lady was found yesterday, which was so much 
decomposed as to be unrecognizabie. The ef- 
fects of Mise Chism were sent to Altoona 


HAVOC ABOUT JOHNSTOWN. 


CONDITION ON THE 
ABOVE AND BELOW. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—There are seventeen 
persons missing from Franklin Borough, oppo- 
site Conemaugh, and there are nine who can- 
not be accounted for in East Conemauch. 
Minerai Point has nineteen persons to account 
for while the people at South Fork were nearly 
allsaved. They were familiar with the treach- 
erous conditien of the reservoir and sought 
places of safety. When the water started from 
the lake, a boy on ‘norseback was on the spot. 
He rushed back to the town in six minutes, a 
distance of nearly a mile and a half, and two 
minutes afterward the first wave swept the 
town. : 

The Councils in Conemaugh met last night 
and agreed to push the work of clearing away 
the débris, whether the State pays for it or not. 
The dead of Conemaugh and Franklin Boroughs 
up to dateare: Mr, Atkinson, an old man; Mrs. 
Augustus McHugh and three children, Mrs. Coy 
and two cbildren, Mrs. Jonn Burk, Dr. Wilson 
and wife, daughter of Tneo Devlin, Alex Ca- 
nard’s baby, saiom Boyer, Mrs. Leach and 
daughter, Peter Roberts.

A carload of whisky was found, and in about 
forty seconds the Hungarians were delirious 
with joy and wila with intoxicativn. But Bur- 
gess Evans ended their happiness by smashing 
in the barrels and spilling the stuff on the 
ground. Mrs. Kate Sampie and Mrs. Pollie Me- 
Kean are still missing from Gonemwaugh. Forty 
houses were washed away from this towg.

MR. SCHEERER’S ESCAPE, 


HE TELLS HOW HIS TRAIN WAS BURIED 
UNDER THE WATERS. 

Mr. William Scheerer, the teller ef the 
State Banking Company of Newark, N, J., who 
was reported among the victims of the Johne- 
town disaster, returned to his home yesterday 
much to the relief of his family and a large 
circle of friends. He was among the passengers 
on the ijl-fated day express on the Peunsylvania 
Railroad that left Pittsburg at 8 o’clock A, M., 
on the now historic Friday, bound for New- 
York. f 

There were some delays incidental to the 
fioods in the Conemaugh Valley before the train 
reached Johustown, and a further delay at that 
point, and the train was considerably behind 
time when it left Johnstown. Said Mr. Scheerer: 
“the parior car was fully occupied when I 
went aboard the train, and a seat was accord- 
ingly given me in the sleeper at the rear end 
of train. There were several passengers in this 
ear, how many I cannot say exactly, among 
them some ladies. 1 was raining hard ail the 
time and we were not a very excited nora 
happy crowd, but were whiling away the time 
in reading and in looking at the swollen twr- 
rent of the river. Very few of the people were 
apprehensive of any danger in the situation, 
even after we had been held up at Conemaugh 
for nearly five hours. 

“The railroad tracks where our train stopped 
were full fourteon fest above the level of the 
river, and there was 4 large namber ef freight 
and passenger cars and locomotives standing 
on the tracks near usand strung along up the 
road for aconsiderable distance. Between the 
road and the hill thatlay at our leit there was 
aditeh, through which the water that came 
down from the hill was running like 8 mill race. 
It was a monotonous wait to ail of us, and after 
a time many inquiries were made as to why we 
did not goabead. Some of the passengers who 
made the inquiry were answered jaconicaliy— 
‘Washout,’ and with this they had to be satisfied. 
I had gpeen over the road several times before 
aud knew of the existence of the dangerous and 
threatening dam up in the South Fork gorge, 
and could not help connecting it in my mind 
with the cause of our delay. But neither was I 
apprehensive of danger, for the possibility of 
the dam gtving away had been often discussed 
by passeagers in my presenese, and everybody 
supposed that the utmost damage it would do 
when it broke, as everybody believed it some- 
time would, would be to swell a littie higher the 
gare that tore down through the Conemaugh 

alley. . 

“ Buch a possibility as the carrying away ofa 
train of carson the great Pennsylvania Rail- 
road was never seriously éntertained by any- 
body. We had stood stationary until about 4 
o’vloes when two colored porters went through 
the car within a short time of each other, look- 
ing and acting rather excited. I asked the first 
one What the matter was, aid he replied that he 
did not know. Linferred from his reply that if 
there was anything serious up, the passengers 
would be informed anfso I went on wowyi 
When the next man cume alung I askea him if 
the reservoir had given way, and he said he 
thought it had. 

“I put down my book ana way | ein out quickly 
to the rear platform, and was ‘horrified at the 
sight that met my gaze up the valley. It 
seemed as if a forest was coming down upon 
us. There was a great walloft water roaring 
Bod Reincieg swiftly along, 80 thickly studded 
with the trees from along the motatain sides 
that it jouked hike a gizantic avalanche orf 
trees. Of course [ lingered but an instant, for 
the mortal danger we all were in flashed upon 
mé at the tirst sightof thatterrible on-coming 
torrent. But in thatinstant I saw an engine 
lifted bedily off the track and thrown over 
backward into the whiripool, where it cisap- 
peared, and houses crushed and broken up in 
the flash of an eye. 

“The noise was like incessant thundor. I 
turned back into the car and shouted to the 
ladies, three of whom alone were in the car at 
the moment,to tly for their lives. I helped 
them out of the car on the side toward the hill 
and urged them to jump across the diteh and 
run for their lives, Two of them did se, but 
the third, a rather heavy lady,@ missionary, 
who Waa on her Way to a foreign station, hesi- 
tated for an instant, doubtful if she couia make 
the jump. That instant cost her her iiie. While 
I was helding out my hand to her and urging 
her ron , the rush of waters came down and 
swept ber like a doll down into the torrent. In 
the same izstant an engine was thrown from 
the track into the ditch at my feet. The water 
Was about my knees as I turned and scrambled 
up the hill, and when [ looked back ten seconds 
later it was —o and grinding ten feet deep 
over the track I haa just left. ‘ 

“The rush of waters lasted three-quarters of 
an hour while we stood rapt and speiipound in 
tie rain, looking at the ruin no human ageney 
eould avert. The scene was beyond the power 
of language to describe. You would see a 
building standing in apparent security above 
the swollen banks of the river, the people rush- 
ing about the doors, some seeming to think that 
safety lay fhdoors While others rushed toward 
higher ground, stumbling and falling in the 
muddy streets, and then the flood rolled over 
sate crushing in the house with a crash like 
thunder, and burying house and people out of 
sightentirely. That, of course, Was the scene 
of only an instant, for our range of vision was 
only over a smail portion of the oity. 

“We sought shelter from the rain in the home 
of afarmer who lived hich up on the side hill 
and the next morning walked down te Jobns- 
town and viewed the ruins. § It seemed asif 
the City was utterly npn kg The water was 
deep over all the city and few people were vici- 
ble. We returned to Vonemaugh and were 
driven over the mountains to Bhonsbare, 
where we took the train for Altoona, but find- 
ing we could get no further in that direction 
we turned back to Ebensburg, and from there 
rent Ot wagon to Johnstown, where we found 
@ train that took us to Pittsburg. Ixgot home 
this morning by the New-York Central.”

FEARFUL OF INSANITY. 


A PHYSICIAN POINTS GUT ONE OF THE 
PROBABLE RESULTS. ~ 

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—A special dispatch to 
the Medical News of this city from a staff corre- 
spondent at Johnstown, Penn, to-day, says, 
among other things: 

“The mental condition of almost every for- 
mer resident of Johnstown is one of the gravest 
character, and tHe reaction which will set in 
when the reality of the wholo affair is fully com- 
prehended can scarcely fail to produce many 
cases of permanent or temporary insanity. 
Most of the faces that ene meets, both male 
and female, are those of the most profound 
melancholia, associated with an almost absolute 
disregard of the future. The nervous system 
shows the strain it has borne by a tremulousness 
of the hand and of the lip,in man as well 
as in woman. This nervous state is further 


evidenced by-a peculiar intonation of words, the 
persons speaking mechanically, while the voices 


‘of many rough-iooking men are changed into 


such tremulous notes of so high a pitch as to 
make one imagine that a child onthe verge of 
tears is speaking. Crying is so raro that your 
correspondent saw not a tear on any facein 
Johnstown, but the women that are left are 
haggard, with pinched features and heavy, 
dark lines under the eyes. Indeed, the evidence 
of systemic disturbance is so marked in almost 
every individual who was present at the time 
of the catastrophe that it is possible with the 
eye alone to separate the residents from those 
outside. 

“ Everything required in the way of surgical 
appliances seems to be on hand, put medicines 
are scarce, and will probably be needed more in. 
the next few days than heretofore, 

The State Board of Heaith should warn the 
* people of the portions of the country supplied 
by the Conemaugh of the danger of drinking its 
waters for weeks to come.”

NOTES OF THE DISASTER. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 6.—Byron’s Kernvill 
Woolen Mill was destroyed by fire to-day. At 
one time it looked as ir the whole village would 
be destroyed. The mill was a three-story 
brick, situated in the midst ef the wreeks of 
several houses, The ruins were on fire several 
times, but were extinguished after a hard fight 
by the bucket brigade. Mr. Byron’s handsome 
residence near by was ruined by the water. 

WASHINGTON, June 6,—Surgeon-Generai Ham- 
llton of the Marine Hospital Service left Wash- 
ington to-night for Johnstown, Penn., to confer 
with the State Board of Health of Pennsylvania 
regarding the sanitary condition of affairs in 
the flood-blighted districts, He will aiso ascer- 
tain to what extent, if any, the Marine Huspital 
service Gan co-operate with the State health 
authorities in the present emergency. 

The ponton bridge in charge of Lieut, Biddle 
reached Martinsburg, West Va., this morning, 
and will very soon be at Johnstown. It was de- 
tained at Sandy Hook by delayed trains ahead. 
Adjt. Gen. Hastings telegraphs that there is 
pressing need for wagon communication across 
the river. The Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad 
expects to have a temporary railroad bridge 
across the river very soon. Gen. Hastings has 
informed Secretary Proctor that nothing bus 
the ponton bridge is needed. 

BALTIMORE, June 6.—Capt. W. G. Forster, In- 
spector of Rifie Practice in the Fifth Regiment, 
haa organized a relief corps to go to Johnstown 
and aid in the work of clearing up the débris 
and looking for the dead. Already twenty have 
volunteered to zo, Mostofthem are members 
of the Fifth Reximent, but while tbe eorps will 
ve known as the Fifth Regiment Corps, outsid- 
ere are asked to join also. 


CINCINNATI, June 6.—Portions of the wreckage 
of the Conemaugh Valiey began to pass the city 
to-day. Not wuch of it was caught and nothing 
of interest or vaiue was found. 

PORTSMOUTH, Ohio, June 6.—A large number 
of relics of the Johnstown disaster were picked 
up at this point in the floating drift. At 
Sciotoville a pocketbook containing $5 26, a set 
of silyer spoons marked ‘8. Y.,”’ a bankbook 
of the First National Bank of Johnstown with 
a@ credit to Nathan Dyer, and two locks of hair, 
mementos of lost loved ones, were found.

LIFE iNSURANCE LOSSES. 
Contrary to the suppositions of some peo- 
ple, the accident insurance companies of the 
eountry have suffered but slightly from the 
Conemaugh Vailey disaster, “The people re- 


siding in Johnstown and vicinity,” said a man 
who has had thirty years’ experience in the 
field, “were not of the insuring class. About 
two-thirds of them were foreigners, the greater 
number of whom could not speak the English 
language, Of the remainder, who would be 
naturally supposed to provide against the con- 
tingencies of their Dazardous business, but very 
few were insured. They had grown so familiar 
with danger that they treated it with contempt 
and relied upon their lucky stars to pull them 
through to the age of expectant death, Such 
accident and life insurance as was held by the 
mill and mining operatives was of the mutual 
assessment order and in small local organiza- 
tons. These we kuow but little about. They 
have probably Been wiped out ef existence. 
Such losses as the Royal Arcanum, United 
Workmen, and Knights of Honor may have 
suffered they have abundant resources of meet- 
ing in their large memberships. The regular 
accident Companies have suffered but slightly.

MAILS MOVING FREELY. 

The Railway Mail Service people are get- 
ting well along with their work and the mails 
are being handled in fair time. The authorities 
are hampered with their Southern coast mail, 


however, because the Atlantic Coast Line is not 
yet open, and everything for that locality has 
to go by the Virginia Midland Road. The Penn- 
sylvania Road has got no further on the North- 
ern Central Branch than De Wart, and a wagou 
mail service has been established berween there 
and Williamsport. The far western mails that 
were locked up at Altoona arrived in this city 
and were Gistributed yesterday. Those from 
San Francisco were dated May 27. The Erie 
Road is still taking the Pittsburg mail. 

A dispatch from Washington last night quoted 
J. Lowrie Bell, General Superintendent of the 
Railway Mail Service, as saying that the acocu- 
mulation of matter caused by the flood had all 
been disposed of, and that while delay in the 
forwarding of mail matter along some of the 
lines would be inevitable the interruption had 
ended. He was advised by Mr. Frank Thom- 
son, First Vice Presi t of the Pennsylvania 
Road, that by this morning it was hoped that 
service could be- resumed over that system, us- 
ine the Northern Central from Harrisburg to 
Williamsport, the Philadelphia and Erie to 
Driftwood, and the Allegneny Valley into Pitts- 
burg. The only breaks in this route are around 
Williamsport, and Mr. Thomson expressed con- 
tidence in his ability to close them by this even- 
ing.

THE DAMAGE CAUSED BY THE FPLOOD 


NOT AT ALL BXAGGERATED, 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Jane 6&—Members of 
the Relief Committee have been very busy, and 
are constantly finding cases of stffering. There 
is a very large class who are not applying for 
relief, but who have lost all their household 
goods and all their clothing. The cash contri- 
butions from our ewn citizens amount to 
$12,000. Notice has just been received from 
the Fallbrook Coal Company authorizing the 
Mayor to draw on the company for $1,000, 

The body of Calvin Miller, who has been 
missing since the Maynard-street bridge went 
down, has been found at Montoursville, four 
miles below here. This makes two lives only 
jost_ at the Maynard-strect bridge, instead 
of the large humber which was falsely reported 
as having been drowned there, 

Advices coming in show that the loss ef prop- 
erty has been very heavy in all places near bere. 
Morris, Tioga County, is a total wreck. The 
mills and part of the logs of Mr. Landis, the 
Dover mili and the Blackwells mill are gone. 
Many dwellings and other buildings were swept 
away. The Pine Creek Railroad has suffered 
greatly. The track is torn away and a large 
amount of the embankment was washed ont 
just west of this city and all along up te Blaeck- 
wells and beyond. At Salladesburzg much 
damage was done. Houses and mills were 
flooded, and in some instances moved and 
greatly injured. Tae plank read was torn up, 
bridges were ¢arried away and great destruction 
caused at every point. 

The tannery at Salladesburg was greatly 
damaged and considerable bark lost, The grist 
mill just above the site of the Larry’s Creek 
woolen milla suffered serious damage and the 
dam was taken out. The farmers along the 
creek suffereii very much in the loss of fences 
and outbuildings, and in some instances the 
soil was washed from a portion of the fields and 
the growing crops ruined. 

The Philadeiphia and Reading Company hope 
to have trains rupniog to Muncy to-morrow 
night. They got asfar as Hall’s, below Mon- 
toursville, to-day. Their long trestlework in 
the east endof this city which was taken is 
pene rebuilt, a force of 400 men being at work 
on 

Word has been received from the Crescent 
Nail Works on the Northern Central Railway 
that the place has been neariy all washed away. 
Many of the houses and a part of the nail works 
are gone.

Lock HAVEN, Penn., June 6.—Tne flood from

urday that the flood reached the nhigh- 
est point and there was an average 
depth of five feetin all paris of the orty.

The booms gave way under the great pressure.

Disinfectants have been ordered, and every pre- 
caution will be taken to prevent sickness, A 
number of the manefacturing establishments 
which stood on liigh ground are running again, 
but the hundreds of men who found employ- 
ment in the lamber manufacture are idle, with 
no prospect of work for them.

FORK FOR THE CONVICTS 
gov. BILL SIGNS THR PRISON 


LABOR BILD. 
BUT PROTESTS AGAINST SOME OF ITS 


PROVISIONS—NEW LAWS AFFECTING 


THIS CITY AND BROOKLYN, . 
ALBANY, June 6,—Goy. Hill delivered himself 
of another stump speech to-day in the form of 
® memorandum handed dewn with the Fassett- 
Yates Prison bill, which he reluctantly ap- 
proves. For several years Mr, Hill has im- 


peded all decent prison legislation, preferring 
to truckle to the demagogues of the labor 
organizations rather than lift a finger to- 
ward furthering a sorely-needed reform; 
bat Dow, desiring to defeat the Re- 
pudlicans in the State campaign on 
the high-tax rate issue, and appreciating 
that $400,000 was taken out of the Treasury 
by the Yates prison law passed last July and 
signed by him, be signs the Fassett bill very 
much against his will, But he has done itin 
such @ way that he can say to his friends, the 
labor agitators: ‘It was forced upon me, but 
you see thatI do not sympathize with the move- 
ment.” . 


The politicians here are much amused that 
the Goyernorshould show so wuch righteous 
indignation over the - provision of the bill 
which puts too much power in the hands ofa 
Democratic Superintendent of State Prisons. 
Mr. Lathrop is his personal friend, and natur- 
ally he does not want him to incur the ani- 
mosity of the labor demagogues. The Governor 
says: 

“ A jJarge portion of this bill is a consolidation and 
revision of the present contused and conflicting 
statutes relating to the administration of the State 
prisons. This work has been caretully done by 
Prof. Charles A. Collin of the Law School of Cornell 
University, and this part of the bill meets with 
my hearty approval. Many new features, however, 
are introduced in other portions of the bill, which 
are concededly experimental in their nature, 
some of which will probably result in 
jiailure, but the experiments may be worth 
trying. The provisions as to labor in the 
prisons are manifestly the result of a compromise 
between conflicting interests and cannot be entirely 
satisfactory toany one. in my judgment too much 
aiscretionary power is vested in the Superintencent 
of State Prisons. The Legislature should have it- 
self determined definitely the exact system of labor 
which the State proposes or desires to aaopt, in- 
stead of having shifted that responsibility upon a 
State official. 

“The bill should have provided one consistent and 
adequate system of Jabor for all the penal institu. 
tions within the State. I should have preferred 
that the bill should have more carefully protected 
the interests of free labor, but a few of its provis- 
ions are reasonably fair in that respect, and 1t seems 
to be conceded that it was impossible at the late 
stage of the session when this bill was considered to 


obtain from the Legislature anything more satis: | 


factory. 

‘, The present emergeneyin the Siate prisons, as is 
admitted on all hands, demands some aflirmative 
action. This measure at first met with considerable 
opposition, but after much discussion and amend- 
ment finally passed the Legislature almost unani- 
mously, and there has been but little opvositien 
manifested against it since it came to my Nands, 
It seems to have been generally assumed that the 
bill should become a law as the only aiternative for 
relief from the existing situation. For these rea- 
sons, and because it seems to be the only practi- 
cable course left open to me at this jtime, anda not 
because I regard the bill as perfect or entirely sat- 
istactory, I have coucluded that it is my duty to 
approve it.” 

Now that the bill has been signed, the con- 
victs will be put to work immediately. At Sing 
Sing the laundry will be started and 100 pris- 
oners will be employed in making boots and 
shoes. The stove factory will also be putin 
operation for about a month or until the stoves 
already in process of construction are com- 
pleted. The convicts at the Auburn prison will 
amuse themselves by making brooms and col- 
jars, and after the stoves are finished at Sing 
Sing in learning the hollowware trade. 

‘At Clinton the work will be begun on a 
small scale,” said Superintendent Lathrop to- 
day. “These are thé only industries with which 
the prisons are equipped, and it will be neces- 
sary to educate the men in various branches.” 
The half a milliom of dollars appropriated by 
the Legislature will not, it is thought, prove 
sufficient for the State-account system. It is 
expected that the men will be employed on the 
piece-price plan as soon a8 centracts can be 
made. 


In addition to the Prison bill the Gevernor 
signed to-cay all the measures affecting Brook- 
lyn interests[which{have been indorsed by Mayor 
Chapin and Corporation Counsel Jenks, and 
also the following New-York City and general 
bills: 


Mr. Saxton’s adding the Judges of the Court of 
General Sessions to the Board of Judges which 
has the choosing of Grand Jurors in New-York 
City. 

Mr. Grady’s permitting the New-Yerk Building 
and Improvement Company to do manufacturing. 

Mr. Roesch’s providing for the weekly payment 
of wages by corporations; also a bill which pro- 
vides that every union or association of working- 
men or women adopting a label, mark, name, brand, 
or device intended to designate the products of the 
labor of members of such union or association shall, 
in order to obtain the benefits of this act, tile du- 
plicate copies of such label, mark, name, brand, or 
device in the office of the Secretary of State, who 
shall, under his hand and seal, deliver to the party 
filing or registering the same a certified copy anda 
certificate of the filing thereof, for which he shall 
receive a fee of $1.; 

Thomas Smith, Jr.’s, providing that the wages of 
day laborers employ by the State, or any officer 
thereof, shall not beless than $2 a day, ana for all 
such employed otherwise than as day laborers ata 
rate not less than 25 cents an hour. In all cases 
where laborers are employed on any public work in 
this State preference shall be given to citizens of 
the Syate. 

Senator Arnold's amending the Code of Criminal 
Procedure so that no conviction shall be had upon a 
lea of guilty in either of the following cases: 

There the crime charged is punishable by death or 
where the crime charged is or may be punishable 
by imprisonment in a State prison for a term of 
years.

The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange has discovered that the business 
of the Exchange cannot be transacted 
satisfactorily without the aid of a prompt, 
full, and continuous telegraphic report of 
sales and prices, and the ticker service that 
was discontinued last Friday night has 
been re-established. Tho effect has been to 
increase the sales. The total for Tuesday 
was 196,440 shares; on Wednesday it was 
raised to 256,216. part of the increase hav- 
ing been caused by a report late in the day 
that the tickers would be restored on the 
following morning. With the tickers again 
in use yesterday the total was 426,939. 
The officers say that the service was re- 
stored “for the convenience of members,” 
but add that the arrangement is only a 
temporary one “to be terminated at the 
pleasure of the Exchange without notice,” 
andintimate that. they are negotiating for 
service on new conditions. It is not 
encouraging for brokers to know that the 
tickers can be thrown out again without’ 
notice, at the pleasure of the committee, 
but they can assume, with some confidence, 
that the committee will not exercise. its 
power again in this way without a great 
deal more deliberation and better reasons 
than were shown last week. It is fortunate 
that the dangerous experiment was made at 
a time when public opinion and speculative 
sentiment on the Exchange were favorable 
to a maintenance of values. If the tickers

It cannot be “paralleled” by an equally 
good waterway for the reason that its en- 
gineers had the choice of routes and pre- 
‘sumably chose the best. The Khédive may 
very possibly, as M. DE LESSEPs asserted, be 
willing to'grant a new concession, but, as M. 
DE LESSEPS has lately discevered, it is one 
thing to procure a concession and another 
to build acanal. Therival canal couldsuc- 
ceed only after a ‘* war of rates,” in which 
the older canal would haveevery advantage, 
and then only if there were business enough 
to make both canals highly profitable. 
There areso many problematical points that 
an appeal in the open market for subscrip- 
tions to a new Suez canal would not stand. 
much chance of success; and it seems as if 
‘the admission of the English Directors for 
the purpose of preventing such an appeal 
was a matter of superabundant caution. 








A PRETTY QUARREL. 

The most serious immediate menace to 
the high protective tariff comes from its 
beneficiaries, orfrom those who have mistak- 
enly supposed for a long time that they were 
benefited by it. We long ago pointed this 
out, and have from time to time taken note 
of the evidence that those favored by the 
tarilf were coming to a realizing sense of it. 
Of late this evidence has increased. It will 
be remembered that about the time of Mr. 
HarkIson’s advent to power the National 
Wool Growers’ Association, a small but 
fussy organization of political farmers, or 
politicians who claim to be farmers, held a 
conference in Washington for the purpose of 
announcing their claims to the new Admin- 
istration. These were very extravagant, in- 
cluding first the absolute restoration of the 
rates agreed upon in the famous ‘* conspira- 
tors’ tariff” of 1867; second, a special ad- 
vance upon certain classes of wool not 
freely grown in this country, and third, a 
heavy advance upon what is known as 
** waste.” ‘The vooiferations of the alleged 
wool growers attracted a good deal of at- 
tention, but it was chiefly from manufact- 
urers, who opposed these advances and de- 
clared that even now, after the reductions 
magie since 1867, the heavy duties on wook 
did not prevent its importation, but 
only caused it to be brought in in a 
manufactured form, to the great and per- 
-manent injury of American industry. 

But the wool growers, or those who as- 
sume the character of wool growers, and 
‘whose centre of activity seems to be in 
Ohio, where wool is cultivated in connection 
F with politics almost exclusively, are not 
content. They have returned to the charge 
and written a letter to the President, urg- 
ing, in arather imperative form, the call- 
ing of an extra session ef Congress to con-

limited the protectionist scheme could have 
‘been forced through. But. now an extra 
‘session would work in directly the opposite 
way. It would have to be called as late as 
October, and the time for discussion would 
be increased instead of being cut down. 
‘The more discussion there is, the less chance | 
for the outrageous exactions of the special 
favorites of the tariff. Indeed, it may be 
doubted whether the wool growers can be 
counted among these. Itis true that they 
have been accorded extravagant and op- 
pressive “protection,” which they have 
enjoyed for twenty-two years. But for a 
long time the favor shown them has been 
maintained by sentiment rather than by 
acool calculation of. the advantages to be 
had from the bargain for the Republican 
Party. There has been a more or less vague 
fear that to touch the wool duties would 
injure the party in Ohio, and the Ohio 
politicians have made the most of this. 
Then there has been the general fear that 
if any part of the tariff ‘‘arch” were 
touched the whole highly-artificial struct- 
ure would tumble to pieces. But the wool 
growers have not. been among those that 
have earned a right to consideration by 
heavy payments to campaign funds, such 
as those made by Mr. WANAMAKER and by 
other manufacturers of woolen goods.. De- 
cidedly an early session of Congress would 
not help the advocates of higher wool 
duties, and it is doubtful if their claim 
‘would be listened to with patience. 

On the other hand, the woolen mannufact- 

urers are demanding-a reduction in the 
duties on wool, either. direct, or by a 
change from mixed ad valorem and specific 
duties to wholly ad valorem duties. That 
this latter change would lead to.a practical 
reduction no one doubts—certainly the 
‘manufacturers do not doubt it and hardly 
pretend to do so. Undervaluation would 
do its work as readily and surely in this 
class of cases as in the others where its 
operation is notorious. The Manufacturer 
of Philadelphia, which is in a sense the 
organ of the woolen manufacturers, says to 
the wool grower: 
&‘‘ He needs protection and should receive as 
much consideration in proportion to the labor 
cost in his products as any other producer. But 
he is entitled to no greater consideration, nor 
should he ask it. But he knows full well that 
when he insists that there shall be levied a duty 
of tén cents per pound upon some wools he is 
demanding greater consideration than he would 
like to see accorded as the mean height of the 
fence that shall surround our industries.” 

This is really, if we may say so without 
offense, one of that kind of quarrels by 
which honest men, according to the old 
proverb, ‘‘come by their due.” With the 
morality 9f the conflicting claims we do not 
at present care to deal. It is interesting to 
note that they are conflicting. The manu-. 
‘facturers are urging exactly the arguments 
that the revenue reformers. have been press- 
ing for years. For instance: 

“It is foolish to expect the manufacturer to 
buy the American-grown wool at the foreign 
price ofits equal, with duty added, unless he 
can sell the goods made from it at a profit. 
This he cannot do while the very operation of 
the law throws into the hands of his foreign 
-competitor cheap wool. Could he compete for 
this wool, he would compel his rival to pay & 
‘greater price or take it himeelt.” 

This reads like an extract from the 
pamphlets of the elder Mr. HAZARD, the 
woolen manufacturer of Rhode Island, who 
resisted the agreement by which the wool 
and woolen tariff of 1867 was secured, and 
is exactly in the line of the exposition made 
by Mr. WELLEs, then Commissioner of the 
Revenue, of the effects of that tariff. The 
novelty is not inthe argument, but in the 
fact that itis now being brought forward 
by the former friends of that tariff at the 
moment that the maintenance intact of 
every high tax.is supposed to be secured by 
the triumph of the Republican Party.

DANGERS AND DELUSIONS. 


Leaving the grasshoppers and the field 
mice of the lower Croton Valley to their 
‘ fate, our esteemed contemporary the Even- 
ing Post now turns its apprehensive gaze 
upon the people of Nyack and the hardy 
mariners of the Tappan Zee, who, it seems, 
are some day to be overwhelmed by the 
waters which the heartless engineers of the 
Aqueduct Commission propose to confine 
behing the great Quaker Bridge Dam. We 
subjoin the observations of the Post: 

“Our esteemed contemporary THE TIMES 
thinks that if the contents of the Croton Lake, 
after the building of the Quaker Bridge Dam, 
wore precipitated suddenly into Tappan Bay, 
which is simply a spreading out of the Hudson 
River, no harm would be done except the over- 
turning of one house, the bay furnishing a 
catch basin sufficient to dissipate the force of 
the blow. Directly opposite the mouth of the 
Croton lies the town of Nyack, and the conten- 
tion of THE Times is that the tidal wave pro- 
auced by thirty billions of gallons of water 
‘ suddenly shot into the bay would not be felt to 
any harmful extent on the other side of the 
river. The probability is that it would sweep 
every house in Nyack from its foundations, and 
would throw any vessele that might be passing 
over the tops fof these houses, and that the re- 
turning wave would engulf the towns of Sing 
Sing and the low-lying portions of Tarrytown, 
Irvington, and Dobbs Ferry as well. What it 
might do lower down the river and along the 
wharves of New-York, Weehawken, Hoboken, 
Jersey City, Brooklyn, and Staten Island is 
matter for conjecture, but that it would have 
very disastrous consequences there 6an be no 
doubt.” 

Whatever the cold-blooded engineers may 


do, we are free to say that if the village of 
Nyack, with its pretty boathouse and 
10,000 people is to be sacrificed to the 
Quaker Bridge Moloch, we shall oppose the 
scheme henceforth and vigorously, and ad- 
vise New-Yorkers to use salt water for 
washing and Belfast ginger ale, modified 
or unmodified, for drink. Think for 4 
moment of this remorseless tidal wave 
rising 200 feet into the air “and pouncing 
upon the vine-clad homes of Nyack, even 
to the ‘highest of them, tossing the 
Albany steamers like corks over upon 
the unotfénding inhabitants of Bergen 
| County, N. J., and then, refluent and 
} insatiate, coming over to inflict the un- 
constitutional punishment of drowning 
upon the helpless convicts at Sing Sing, and 
to devour Tarrytown, Irvington, Dobbs 
Ferry, and, for aught we know, New-Ro- 
chelle and Glover, Vt. The very rocks of 
the Palisades would melt with pity at the 


‘spectacle! Moreover, engineers and build- 





way, violating the laws of its being by 
running up hill. Itis uncanny and shock- 
‘ing to all orderly minds, 

But in fairness to the engineers we ought 
diligently to examine this picture of hor- 
rors tosee whether it be not overcolored 
and out of drawing. The Evening Post as- 
sumes that the reservoirs ‘thirty bill- 
ions of gallons of water” are to be ‘* sud- 
denly shot into” Tappan Bay. If the great 
lake behind the Quaker Bridge Dam were 
a kangaroo, and were suddenly, in the 
twinkling of an eye, to project itself into 
the peaceful bosom of Tappan Bay, the 
mind would shrink from contemplating the 
terrific consequences of the leap. We share 
the confidence of the World, that it ‘* would 
even destroy Sandy Hook.” But inasmuch 
as no body of water has ever played such 
an unseemly prank, we may safely as- 
sume that the Croton Reservoir would con- 
sent to be governed by the physical laws 
that control the rest and motion of ‘waters. 
It seems probable, therefore, that if the 
dam should suddenly and entirely disap- 
pear the water would rush down the 
ravine in which the river flows, not with- 
out turmoil and disorder, but forbearing to 
climb the ridges that form the ravines, since 
they are too high. - In this case, if the flood 
moved at the rate of thirty miles per hour, 
which is the highest rate we have seen 
mentioned by any of the witnesses of the 
Conemaugh flood, and is altogether too 


reservoir would require about two hours to 
empty itself. In reality it would require 
days, forin whatever conceivable manner 
the dam might be overset, the immense pile 
of masonry would block the passage of the 
water and retard the emptying of the lake. 
So we may feel sure that the waters would 
never be *‘suddenly shot” into Tappan Bay. 

It is worth while to inquire into the 
probable behavior of Tappan Bay under 
this invasion of Croton water. The bay 
is about 13 miles long and is generally 
said to be 4 miles wide. On the maps 
of the Aqueduct Commission, measured by 
scale, it appears to have an average width 
of 20,000 feet and to be about 72,000 feet 
long. It is far’ within bounds to assume 
thatit has an average depth of 30 feet. 
That would give its contents as 43,200,- 
000,000 of cubic feet of water. The res- 
ervoir behind the Quaker Bridge Dam 
would contain, according to the engineers’ 
estimates, 5,000,000,000 cubic feet, or 
less than one-eighth of the contents of 
Tappan Bay. The effect of pouring the res- 
ervoir into the bay would be about like the 
effect of pouring the contents of a quart 
bottle into a bucket two-thirds full of 
water, save that the surface disturbance 
would be proportionately much greater in 
the bucket than in the bay. 

The building of the Quaker Bridge Dam, 
a great and necessary work, will never be 
successfully obstructed by such foolish and 
baseless alarms as the Postraises. Persons 
who are interested in rival projects of 
water supply for the city, fram which they 
hope to derive a profit, and for which they 
ask that the new aqueduct be abandoned 
or only half used, will be greatly comforted 
by these appeals to popular fears. That, we 
imagine, will be about their only effect. 


PROFESSIONAL IRISHMEN, 


The testimony in the Cronin case is 
especially interesting and somewhat seri- 
ous for several persons, of whom ALEXAN- 
DER SULLIVAN is the best known. These 
are the persons who manage the Clan-na- 
Gael, which is an association of the most 
dangerous and the least scrupulous of the 
friends of Ireland and the enemies of Eng- 
land. It is not pretended, except when one 
of the members of the organization happens 
to be brought before a British court of 
justice, that it observes any limits or enter- 
tains any scruples in the war it is engaged 
in making upon England. It does not dis- 
dain to use either private assassination or. 
promiscuous massacre when the question is 
of terrifying the British Government. 

It is to be feared that the constant and 
placid contemplation of murder as a means 
to a public end may have an unfavorable 
effect upon the general morals of the per- 
sons who give themselves up to it. An 
organization devised for the purpose of 
carrying on the business of war at retail 
and by homicide may tind its methods con- 
venient in the private business of its mem- 
bers and officers. The leaders of the Clan- 
na-Gael have been collecting considerable 
sums of money to be expended at their dis- 
cretion in the business of freeing Ireland. 
Anybody who inquires too curiously into 
the manner in which this money is dis- 
bursed hinders the collection of further 
money. From the point of view of the Clan- 
na-Gael, or at least of its managers, whoever 
does anything that tends to check their 
supplies is an enemy of Ireland, and it is a 
well-known psinciple of the order that the 
appropriate treatment for the enemies of 
Ireland is ‘‘removal.” The late Dr. CRONIN 
was a person of the skeptical and critical 
temper that is particularly abhorrent to pro- 
fessional Irishmen., What they like to see 
is a generous and tfustful tarn of mind. A 
man who will put in money and never ask 
what becomes of itis their ideal of an un- 
professional Irishman. Dr. CRONIN was al- 
ways wanting to know what became of the 
money intrusted to SULLIVAN and his col- 
leagues and always taking steps to find out. 
It has appeared in evidence that ALEXAN- 
DER SULLIVAN, as “agent,” had deposit- 
ed some ninety thousand dollars of 
trust funds and had drawn them — out 
by checks to brokers. As it does’ not’ ap- 
pear that the money was ever restored, the 
inference was natural that it was lost in 
the private speculations of SULLIVAN. It 
seems that CRONIN had repeatedly accused 
SULLIVAN and the other less-known persons 
who with SULLIVAN formed the “ triangle” 
of the Clan-na-Gael of diverting the funds 
of the organization to their private uses 
instead of honestly spending them in the 
procurement of murder. For this conduct 
CRONIN was expelled from his ‘‘camp,” 
though apparently he remained a member 
of the order, for he was afterward a member 
of a committee to investigate charges of 
breach of trust made against SULLIVAN and 
his colleagues, and signed a minority report 


declaring that the charges were sustained,

his co-workers CRONIN was an obstacle to 
the succese of the Irish cause quite as formi- 
dable as ifhe had been a British spy. They 
had an adequate motive for’ wishing him 
out of the way, and their organization ex- 
isted for the purpose of putting out of the 


way men whom they wished out of the 


way. It does not appear that anybody else 
had an adequate motive for the murder of 
CRONIN, and a heavy suspicion necessarily 
rests upon the men who were relieved by 
his death of a bostile and persistent critic, 
whose criticisms threatened the means’ by 
which they got their livings. 

The effect of the disclosures already made 
and of those that are to come can scarcely 
fail to be disastrous to the cause of Ire- 
land. The professional Irish agitator has 
never been a nice person, and he has not 
improved with time. The “ dynamite fac- 
tion” in this country has always been com- 
posed of a few knaves and a large number 
-of dupes. The dupes are not without blame, 
for they give their money expecting it to be 
used not to free Ireland so much as to spite 
and injure England. There is nothing to 
lament in the fact thatitis not applied to 
this purpose. But what shall be said of the 
men who steal money intrusted to them to 
commit murder with and who procure the 
murder of the persons who point out this 
misappropriation? Whether the persons 
implicated by the testimony at the Coro- 


ner’s inquest are the real authors of the. 


murder or not, it is plain that the murder 
was instigated by persons who had some- 
thing to gain from CRONIN’s death, and 


that these persons are “ professional Irish-, 


men.” 








THE GERMS OF CONSUMPTION, 

The report of the pathologists of the Board 
of Health concerning the manner in which 
tuberculosis is transmitted from animals 
to man and from one human being to 
another, deals with a subject to which the 
attention of sanitarians and physicians in 
all parts of the civilized world has recently 
bébn directed. We have frequently spoken 
of the remarkable discoveries made in the 
last few years by bacteriologists with re- 


_spect to the minute organisms that are the 


cause, either directly or indirectly, of in- 
fectiou’s diseases. Among the diseases that 
are transmitted by means of a characteris- 
tic bacillus or microbe is this dread mal- 
ady, consumption, to which are due one- 
seventh of the recorded deaths in this city. 

The board’s pathologists declare that 
tuberculosis is a ‘‘distinctly preventable 
disease,” that it is not directly inherited, 
and that it is acquired by the direct trans- 
mission of the tubercle bacillus or germ 
from the sick tothe healthy. The occur- 
rence of several cases in one family is to be 

xplained, they say, not upon the theory 
that children inherit the disease from their 
parents, but by the fact that the disease is 
transmitted from those who have it to 
those who are constantly associated with 
them by means of these infinitesimal germs 
that may be taken into the lungs with 
the air. It has been held by some 
that while a majority of- cases are caused 
by a direct transmission of the microbes, 
entering the system with food or air, oth- 
ers are really inherited. The board’s pa- 
thologists do not seem to admit that in any 
instance the malady is inherited, and this 
conclusion is in accordance with the re- 
cent tendency of research in this field. The 
introduction of the disease depends largely, 
however, upon the physical condition of 
those who are exposed to infection, and it 
should be noted that the children of tubercu- 
lous persons may be peculiarly susceptible 
to infection because of inherited physical 
weakness. 

It is pointed out that the mortality due 
to tuberculosis may be decreased by thor- 
ough disinfection and by measures taken 
to prevent the pollution of the air by the 
germs or bacilli. As it is well known that 
the germs may be transmitted to human 
beings from tuberculous cows and beef cat- 
tle in meat and milk, it is shown that for 
the protection of the public there should be 
@ most mgid official inspection of such ani- 
mals. 

This suggests work in a field that has 
been neglected. The assertion has recently 
been made by sanitarians and physicians 
familiar with the symptoms of the disease 
in animals that more than 20 percent. of 
the milch cows in many of the dairy stables 
in the suburbs of this city and Brooklyn 
are tuberculous. The sale of milk from 
such cows should be prevented, and it can 
be prevented only by the condemnation 
and killing of all cows so affected. 

The Nation and the States are spending 
great sums of money every year in sup- 
pressing pleuro-pneumonia by condemning 
and killing all cattle that have this disease. 
This action is not taken for the preserva- 
tion of the health of human beings. The 
measures for the suppression of tuberculosis 
in cows and beef cattle should not be less 
severe, for in this case the public health 
suffers and the human death rate is in- 
creased by the prevalence of the disease 
among the animals. A part of the city’s 
revenue is spent in detecting and prosecut- 
ing those who sell milk to which water has 
been added. What are we to do with those 
who sell unwatered milk that carries in it 
the germs of a lingering and fatal infec- 
tious disease ?

The irritation caused in Paris by the re-

precisely this day to withdraw their goods 
from the public view seems to the Parisian 
populace a most churlish performance. Our 
own point of view is, of course, different, 
but it would be very difficult to make a 
Frenchman understand it. He would prob- 
ably maintain that this was a point upon 
which we could do as we liked 
in our own country, but one upon 
which in Paris we were bound in 
courtesy to do as the Parisians do.’ Itis to 
be noted that our own exhibitors have 
taken a more distinctly Puritanical view 
than the English of the observance of Sun- 
day. We veil our exhibits altogether, while 
the English leave theirs on view, but dis- 


pense with the services of the attendants. 
The former course seems a positive insult 





to the country, the customs of which our 
exhibitors knew before they consented to 
take part in the exhibition. It seems asif 
the most rigid Sabbatarian among the 
American contributors might consent to 
leave his goods uncovered and to pay for 
so much police protection as should secure 
them from injury, instead ef covering them 
with drapery as a boorish protest against

In addition to the money thus liberally given, 
several trainloads of clothing, food, and arti- 
cles of housekeeping so necessary to the rée- 
establishing of the homes of the sufferers by the 
flood, have been given and forwarded by the 
residents of New-York. Even in the public 
schools the work of relief has been organized, 
and the near future will show an increase in the

THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 


A STEADY STREAM OF MONEY FLOWING 
INTO THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

There is no diminution in the inflow ef 
sontriputions to the Citizens’ Relief Committee, 
whose headquarters are in the Mayor’s office. 
Yesterday $71,928 92 were received, of which 
$51,766 67 was sent directly to the Mayor and 
$20,162 25 directly to J. Edward Simmons, 
she Treasurer of the Relief Committees, at the 
Fourth National Bank, of which he is President. 

According to the records of the Mayor’s office 
there have been received there in all $221,127 25. 
Mr. Simmons, when his bank closed yesterday 
afternoon, had only received from the Mayor, 
by his accounts, $163,345 43. But he’has also 
received directly from contributors to the Re- 
lief Committee’s fund $49,969. Added to the 
$163,345 43 which he received from the Mayor 
it makes $213,314 43. A good many of the 
amounts which Mr. Simmons has received with- 
out the intervention of the Mayor’s office rep- 
resent subscriptions originally made there, ana 
so entered. They were given out, through care-. 
tessness, aS having been received, when, in 
fact,. they had only been promised, and 
were afterward paid, not to the Mayor, 
out to Mr Simmons. These _ things 
account for much of the apparent discrepancy. 
The rest may very well have been caused by 
the Mayor’s office doing business until 4 o’elock 
yesterday afternoon, while the bank stopped at 
3. Indeed, quitea sum of money will be sent 


to Mr. Simmons by the Mayor as soon as the 
Fourth National Bank opens this morning. A 
ys aid force of clerks is hard at work all day in 
the Mayor’s office, and every contribution is 
uow acknowledged. A record is made of ever 
contribution, and no one need fear that his gift. 
will not be used for the purposc for which he 
Resigns it. 

When Mayor Grant got to his office yesterday 
morning he found this telegram from Gov.

The Hon, Hugh J. Grant, Mayor of New-York: 

Good morning, your Honor. Succeeded in reach-

averts present oe of lack of food. The area of 
the flooded district increases. The city of Lock Hav-.° 
en is in a distressing plight, reservoirs and bridges 
are destroyed, the city is entirely covered with 
water, and provisions and other supplies are utterly 
ruined. We hope to reath them with provisions to- 
tay, as we. did Williamsport sFosteraay. Both 
pities need wo of clothing of ‘all kinds 
and bedding. ohnstown is being well sup- 
plied in these respects, but the work of 
clearing away the wreck and putting things in or- 
der will be one of weeks. e will need further 
help of all kinds for afew days. Our money will be 
husbanded as much as possible for the future 
exigencies, which will be quite as pressing as the 
present one. The suggestion of your committee in 
this regard was an admirable one. Our charitable 
institutions are opening wide their doors for or- 
phans and those otherwise afflicted.

AGAINST THE HARVEY OLAIM BILL. 

Controller Myers has written a letter to 
Gov. Hill protesting against his approval of the 
Harvey Claim bill, as it is generally callea, 
whose real meaning is concealed under the 
mysterious title of ‘‘An act to regulate the 
custody and disbursement of elevated rail- 
way income percentage special tax receipts.” 


It provides for the payment to Charles T. Har- 
vey of $206,611 70 out of certain money paid into 
the City Treasury as compengation to the city 
for the use of certain streets by the West Side 
and Yonkers Patent Railway Company and its 
successors under laws passed in 1867 and 1868, 

This company was a predecessor of the pres- 
ent elevated railways, and began operations in 
Green wich-street twenty years ago. Controller 
Myers says Harvey made some plans which 
were not approved, and now he wants pay for 
them aud also for counsel fees and disburse- 
ments, and the bill gives the city no chance to 
contest or reduce his claims, but makes. their 
payment mandatory on the city. The city re- 
ceived only $241,436 04 from the source 
which Harvey makes the basis of the payment 
to hiu:, and the Controller denounces the bill as 
an outrage. 





THE BEHRING SEA QUESTION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 6.—A private letter 
received in the city to-day from a gentleman in 
Vancouver, who is personally interested in seal 
fishery matters, contains the following passage: 

“You seem to havea war scare abeut Behring Sea. 
Well, there will certainly be serious treuble f, the 
United States fleet attempts theseizure of British 
Vessels this year. Without reference tothe British 
war ships’ presence the sealing Captains will not, if 
hailed by United States cutters this year, round to, 
pull down the Union Jack, and tamely surrender in 
Mmidocean. They will, on the contrary, asserttheir 
rights, and force must be used to capture them. 
That force will be met with force is almost certain, 
and then real trouble will begin. 

“ A8 to the object of the British war ships in enter- 
ing the sea I am convinced their if&tstructions are 
the sume as last year, te prevent capture if they 
can, and in case of capture protest, and if a release 
is not ag rescue every captared vessel fiying 
the British flag. There is avery strong feeling here 
that this year will see the end of the trouble or the 
begining of greater and more serious complica.

street. They are descendants, some of them, 
of the refugees 0f 1492. The meeting was at- 
tended by representatives of Jewish organiza- 
tions and it was resolved that a meeting should 
be called in the Fal! to which should be invited 
delegates from every Jewish congregation, sv- 
clety, or union that could be reaehed in the 
United States to providefor the end desired, 
The concensus ef opinion was that the celebra- 
tion should take an intellectual and national 
form rather than a cbaritable and local form.

The Postmaster Generat is expected to ap- 
point anew Postmaster for Washington at an 


early day, and the name of his candidate has 
already been mentioned in the local papers, 
The man is Frank H. Smith, and the recom- 
mendations for him that are said to make him 
acceptable to the Postmaster General are that 
he is a business man and a prominent figure in 
the Young Men’s Christian Association. He is 
no longer young, being upward of sixty, but 
there is no doubt that he was at one 
time a pretty sharp man of business. Not 
many years ago the people of this city 
were led into subscribing very largely 
to build a Young Men’s Christian Association 
building. What is most memorable about that 
undertaking is the scandal that was created By 
some of the scamps who stimulated the enter- 
prise in the name of piety and good works, It 
is immaterial to inquire just now whether Mr. 
Smith was conceried in that undertaking, but 
itis a good time to recall some of Mr. Smith's 
thriftin the time of the late * Boss” Shepherd, 
under whose auspices he seems to have taken 
early business lessons. They might not be the 
best methods to introduce into the Washington 
Post Office, but they show that, like Mr. Wana- 
maker, Mr. Smith has a profound, if not pious, 
appreciation of the necessity for money in po- 
litical campaigns. 

At the time of the reign of the late ‘‘ Boss” 
Shepherd Frank H. Smith was one of the report- 
ers of the House of Representatives. Associa- 
tion with mén who were seeing great oppertu- 
nities gave him an impulse to strike out for 
himself. Notwithstanding the fact that he was 
a Government employe, he bought from a some- 
what notorious person named “Pat” Haws a 
eontract for laying round block pavement. He 
paid $2,000 for the contract, and that sum was 
immediately sent to Nebraska to meet the ex- 
penses of the Republican Party in that dis- 
tant State. But there was something left in 
the contract, for Mr. Frank H. Smith, who was 
nota pavementmaker himself, managed to 
have the round blocks put down cheaply 
enough to get $3,000 profit out of it. This con- 
tract was thrown into Mr. Smith’s hands by Mr. 
Lewis Clephane. The statement that he made 
$3,000 out of the contract is his own. Th 
probability is thatit was more, a8 Mr. Smit 
Was conservative in all bis stetements about 
the amount of protit realized upon his invest- 
mente. " 

Mr. Smith’s restless spirit did not allow him 
to besatisfied with the plodding work of a 
stenographer of the House after hé had tasted 
the sweets of the pavement contract. He 
presently found a man named Coulion who had 
taken up with the business of: carpenter in 
order to be able to reap some of the harvest. 
It was at a time when contracts could be had 
almost for the asking and a promise of division. 
Coulion’s contract required that he should 
fence about twenty-six miles of the city park- 
ing with a very simple and very cheap fence, 
At first he got 50 cents a foot for tne work, but 
that must have been so palpably extravagant 
that even the reckless District Ring felt it ne- 
cessary to cut it down. The price was 
reduced to 40 cents and that was 50 per cent. 
too much. Coulton found taat he could not pay 
hismen with the capital tnat he was able to 
command, 80, a8 a Matter of friendship, he let 
Mr. Frank H. S8mithin. Smith paid off the men, 
and Coulton, too, every week, and he took the’ 
certificates that the district issued to Coulton 
in geet for his fence building. According 
to Mr. Smith, there was no understanding be- 
tween himself and Coulton as to the division of 
profits to be enjoyed by Smith, but the state- 
ments of Coulton justify the conclusion that 
he was satisfied with the share drawn out by 
him weekly, and that Smith appropriated the 
rest. According to Smith’s own admissions, the 
cost of the work was about $22,000, and he 
received $60,000. That wasa pretty handsome 
profit on an investment of $22,000, and if Coul- 
ton did not get none of it he was evidently a 
badly-treated partner.

MR. BELMONT. 

A THOROUGHLY ENJOYABLE DAY’S SPORT 
AT JEROME PARK—FAVORITES AND. 
OUTSIDERS DIVIDE THE HONORS, 

The best day’s racing of the American 
Jockey Club’s Spring meeting was had yester- 
day, @ good crowd being present to enjoy the 
sport, and guod sport it was, too, even though 
the fields were small, except in the last; two 
races, and the Spuyten Tuyvel Stakes. .Mr. 
Belmont put the two fixtures to his oredit, and 
his stable seems to have struck a winning gait 
with a vengeance, thanks to the care shown for 
his horses by his trainer, James Rowe, than 
whom there is probably no better on the turf. 
As a successful breeder ana owner, Mr. Belmont 
seems to rival the Duke of Portlana, who is 
sweeping everything before him in England. 

The judges didn’t have any hard knots to un- 
tie yesterday, so everything went on satisfacto- 
rily to the public except for the very wretched 
railroad arrangements, which are as seriqus a 
handicap, save perhaps one, that the club has to 
contend against. It seems utterly imposable 
fer the railroad company to get people to and 
from the track with anything like speed or com- 
fort. It may be impossible for the New-York 
Central people to find any one who can handle 
its trains better. They certainly should be able 
to prevent the army of tramping touts, beggars, 
vendors of racing tips, performers on 
ear-pieroing musical instruments, and col- 
ored “crap shooters” trom making their 
cars—which the public pay a very round sum to 
secure accommodations in—a place’ of misery 
te every patron and a hotbed of nuisances com- 
zome with which Weet Brighton Beach on .a 

oliday is a paradise. These nuisances about 
which every one complains.can be abated even 
if trains cannot be run from the park to the 

Grand Central Station inside of an hour and 

without anywhere from a dozen to twenty 

stoppages en route. ‘ 

Mr. Withers’s now very much improved filly 
Auricoma delighted her owner and her many 
batkers by winning the opening race of the day, 
a run at a mile, in- which: Senorita, from Capt. 
Brown’s Stabie, Jack McDonald’s maiden filly 
Corinth, and Mr. Haggin’s colt Fresno started 
againsther. Although it was the latter’s first 
appearance this year he was well backea, but 
failed to win because be lacked a hard race to 
put him right on edge for bruising work. The 
race, a8 all followers of public form had ex- 
pected 1t would be, was entirely between Aurl- 
coma and Senorita, the tormer capturing the 
prize after a very hard and driving finish, with 
both horses under the whip, and finishing only 
heads apart. 
with Corinth bringing up the rear, 
beaten filly. 

Mr. Belmont put another stake to his plethor- 
ic bank account by easily winning the Spuyten 
Tuyvel Stakes, which was run over the Titan 
course of 1,400 yards, with nine starters. 
Forest King, a son of The Ill Used, won the 
stakes very handily, and never left the result of 
the race in doubt from the fall of the starter’s 
tiag. Ballston, Fred B., and Fitz James ran 
close up with bim until the lot were well in the 
stretch, when Eolo came up from the rear avd 
joined issue with Ballston for place honors. 
Fred B. and Fitz James were pulied up when all 
chance of winning was gone. Then Forest 
King romped home alone, beating Ballston a 
couple of lengths, the latter ouly a head in 
frout ot Eolo, with Eolian and Volunteer next, 
the rest beaten away off. 

The third race was a skirmish between Slug- 


gard, Bohemian, and Luminary, who at the end 
of arun of a mile and aneighth finished in the 
ordernamed. Luminary was never in the race, 
the others keeping well in frontof her, Slug- 
gard finally winning, well in hana, by a length 
trom Bohemian, who was ridden out. : 
Then followed the Croton Handicap, ata mile, 
whick also went to Mr. Belmont’s credit, his 
good mare Fides defeating King Crab, Now or 


Never, and Connemara, her only competitors, 
with consummate euse. In fact she was never 
called upon to fully extend herself at any time 
in the race, Anderson simply sitting still and 
permitting her to romp home. King Crab came 
Very fast at the end and secured the place from 
Now or Never by beating him three lengths. 
Connemara bever played any partin the race, 
both the weight and the pace being too much for 
her. The time, 1:4419, was very fast for Jer- 
ome’s winding track, and makes Auricoma’s 
performance in the first race a rather. poor one, 
asthe two rap at even weights, the latter hav- 
ing to be driven hard to win, while Fides simply 
played with her field. 


Firenzi played with her only competitor. The

The sixth race brought a field of ten selling 
platers together for a run of three-quarters of a 
mile.

oth the front and the rear, and a dazzling blue 
cap. Prodigal had been heavily backed by» Mr. 
Donovan and his friends in all the city pool 
rooms in the morning, and was the hottest 
kina of a favorite at the track. The eonfidence 
of Prodigal’s backers was not betrayed, for he 
ran in front from start to finish, and nothing in 
the race had a chance against him. He won by 
three lengths from the Canadian colt, Ten 
Broeck, Jr., who in turn beat Dalesman for the 
place vy a half length, Columbine and Crusader 
woth being close up. 

The largest field seen at Jerome Park this 
year appeared in the last race of the day, an- 
other selling affair, this time over the five-fur- 
long course which has its start down near the 
Fordham Brick church and its finish up beyond 
the saddling paddock. It was a scramble pure 
and simple, with two of the rank outsiders tne 
tirst ones to pass the judges at the finish. These 
were Coldstream and Vivid, who ran in the 
ruck behind Arab; Lady Pulsifer, and Leander 
for just half of thetrip Then they came-out 
and took command and won very hand- 
ily the first and second money, respect- 
ively. Utility, on whom there was tbe 
liveliest kind of a ‘“ a and who wag 
plunged on 80 heavily that she went to the post 
the favorite, brought up the rear beaten away 
off, and apparently not able torun a little bit. 
The talented ones who won heavily on Prodigal 
left all their winnings,at the track by backing 
Utihty, as they were contident both the very 
good things would go through all right.

JHE GRAND LODGE OLOSED., 


IMPORTANT MATTERS ATTENDED TO BY 
THE CONVOCATION OF MASONS. 

The Masonic Grand Lodge worked so in- 
dustriously yesterday that the session was 
brought to a close during the afternoon. Past 
Grand Master E. L. Judson, Chairman of the 
Committee on Jurisprudenee, made a report on 
the controversy existing between tho Grand 
Lodge of New-Jersey and the Grand Lodge of 
this State, and the recommendation of the com- 
mittee that a second request be sent to the 
Grand Lodge of New-Jersey asking for the sub- 
mission of the question atissue to arbitration, 
but: insisting that the interdicts now in foree 
be suspended pending arbitration proceedings, 
was adopted. The committee also recommended 
that the recognition of the United Grand Lodge 


of New South Wales be deferred until official 
notification is received of the recognition of the 
newly-formed body by the Grand Lodges of Eng- 
land, Ireland, and Scotland, which hac hereto- 
fore, held jurisdiction over the lodges now 
conatitutin, the now Grand Lodge. This 
recommendation was adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported that the 
funds of the Grand Ledge at present in the 
hands of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secre- 
tary amounted to $38,798 31, and that there is 
due from lodges, $1,783, and it was resolved 
that the balance after paying the necessary ex- 
penses of the Grand Lodge be turned over to 
the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund, 

The special Committee on Ritual reported 
that it was essential that all the lodges in the 
State should work the standard ritual as ex- 
emplified by the Grand Lecturer and approved 
by the Grand Lodge. A resolution was adopted 
requiring the lodges working in the French 
language to adopt the staudard work and to 
perform no other. 

Areportfrom the Committes on Hall and 
Asylum Fund, in relation to the means to be 
taken for the erection of the asylum, gave rise 
to anextended discussion, and it was finally 
axzreed to authorize tha elective officers of the 
Grand Lodge to request the Legislature at its 
pext session to increase the number of Trustees 
of the fund to seven by the election of four ad- 
ditional members, in view of the additional la- 
bors which will devolve upon the board by the 
erection of the proposed asylum and orphanage 
at Utica. It was also determined to designate 
the projected institution as the *‘ Masonic Home 
aud School.” The Grand Master was author- 
ized to appoint an advisory committee of eight 
members, one from each judicial district in 
the State, to consult with the Board of Trustees 
in regard to the building of the Masonic Home 
and School. The Trustecs were requested to 
obtain the approval of the Grand Master before 
adopting any plan for the erection of the build- 
ing, or making any contraet for work to bo 
done on,the premises. It was also determined 
to restrict the cost of the main building of the 
home to $100,000. The Lecislature will be 
asked to increase the limit of the value of prop- 
erty to be held by the Trustees from $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 or $4,000,000, as the Grand 
Master and the Trustees may see tit. 

Warrants were granted to the Frank R. Law- 
rence Lodge of Rochester and Dolgeville Lodge 
at Dolgeville. Portraits of Past Grand Masters 
Joseph D. Evangand Frank R,. Lawrence were 
presented to the Grand Lodge. The former was 
the gift of the family of Bro. Eyans and the lat- 
ter of a number of friends of Bro. Lawrence. 

The newly-elected grand olficers were'installed 
with the usual ceremonies by the retiring Grand 
Master, and after Grand Master Vrooman had 
appointed R, W. Bros. Rufus T. Griggs, Wright 
D. Pownall, and William H. Andrews Commis 
sioners of Appeals, the Grand Lodge was closed 





TICKERS IN USE AGAIN. 


WALL-STREET REJOICES, BUT THERE 1S 
MUCH TALK OF GOULD’s DOINGS. 

When the Stock Exchange opened yester- 
day morning all the recently-silenced tickers 
went merrily to work amid the cheers and 
jubilatien of Wall-atreet. There were some 
murmurings, but they were drowned in the 
general manifestation of joy. Not every broker 
likes the addition of 150 per cent. to the coat of 
getting the ticker service, while others were in- 
dignant at the surrender of the Stock Exchange 
Governors to Mr. Jay fould. 

Occasionally was heard a weak assertion from 
official sources that no victory had been won 
by Gould, but the facts apparent to every ob- 
server did not enceurage such denials. Ad- 
mirers of Mr. Gould went so far as to declare 
that “the little man” had brought the Stock 
Exchange to terms by one application of a buil- 
dozing policy. He was credited with having 
curtly sent word to the Exchange Governors 
that unless the ticker service was resumed 
within twenty-four hours he would at ence 
order every telegraph line out of the Stock Ex- 
change Building, inoluding eable wires as well 
as land line connections. Under this orack of 
‘the whip the Governors are declared to have 
-eo6meé atonce toa realizing sense of the situation. 

Some color is given these reports by a speech 
addressed to the Stock Exchange by acting 
President Merse, in which he said: 

“ All that is necessary forme to say at present 
regarding the situation is this: On the last day of 
May, for the first time, the Stock Exchange found 
itself ina position to termimate the contracts with 
the ticker companies, which were unsatisfactory to 
the Exchange, and nad been continued in force for 
years by legal injunctions. A necessary part of the 
termination of these contracts was at least a tem- 
porary suspension of all ticker service, but it was 
hoped to make such suspension for as short time 
as possible. This morning the ticker service was 
resumed for the convenience of our members. 

“Tt is temporary, to be terminated at the pleasure 
of the Exchange, without notice, and is without 
reference to the character of the service in the 
future, and pending arrangements for a permanent 
service that shall be entirely in accordance with the 
interests of the Stock Exchange. In this proposed 
serviee the rights and convenience of all parties en- 
titled to consideration will be consulted.” 

This official announcement that the new 
service is **temporary” is generally construed 
to mean that some powerful influence foreea a 
settlement before: the Exchange authorities 
were ready. ° 

‘The tickers being at work, nearly five hun- 
dred thousand shares of stock were traded in 
yesterday. 


COLUMBIA'S YOUNG ARCHITECTS. 

An exhibition of the yéar’s work of the 
students of the Department of Architecture of 
Columbia College was held yesterday in the 
School of Mines and was attended by large 
numbers of the relatives and friends of the 
students. The Columbia School of Architecture, 
under Prof. William R. Ware, 1s said to be the 


foremost educational institution of its class in 
the country, having sixty-five students, plenti- 
ful examples of whose work for the past year 
hung upon the walls yesterday in justificatien 
of theclaims madefor the department. There 
were many pencil drawings illustrative of the 
first courses taught in the department—studies 
of the classic orders of architecture, the 
Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, and Corinthian—in simpie 
elevations, then perspectives, then elaborations 
of details, and of tree-hand drawing, a study 
that is carried through the course and never 
ceases to be an important part of an architect's 
professional work. : 

There were numerous problems dictated for 
elaboration within specified hours; some an 
hour; some a day, some a month. About twenty- 
four specimens of grillegrate drawings, problems 
for one day’s elaboration, are real works of art. 
There were nearly a score of examples of eleva- 
tions for concert halls,,problems for a month's 
elaboration, that were worthy of a school of 
professionals, Tie most popular part of the ex- 
hibit, however, consists of some two or tbree 
hundred water-celor sketches and landscape 
pictures, the results of the Summer work of all 
the students. They are for the most part 
studies from nature. 








PROSPECTIVE REMOVALS, 

The report of the Civil Service Com- 
mission sustaining the charge of fraud -in 
the examinations at the Custom House put 
many Custom House officials into a state 
of anxiety yesterday. There is no doubt 
} that ©. F. Terhune and Samuel Hollender, who 
are so Severely censured by the commission, will 
be dismissed from the. service as svon as the 
official papers reach Colleetor Erhardt.

Davis also is very apt to be removed before 
long. Information comes frow areliabié source 
that these are not the only removals that may 
result from the visit here of the Civil Service 
Commissioners. ‘As soon as possible, 1t is un- 
derstood, the authoritica Will consider the ad- 
visability of dispensing with the services of all 
those who were censured in the report.

The activity at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
eontinues and each day heightens the expect- 
ancy of the officers of : the Atlanta and Boston. 
Stores are rapidly geing aboard the fermer 
ship, and it is confidently expected that the 
cruiser will be at sea within two weeks. Yes- 
terday the shields for her big eight-inon rifles 
Were put on board and were found to fit almost 
perfectly. A little cutting with a cold chisel 
effected all the alterations that were necessary. 
By night the forecastle eight-inch gun had its 
shield in place. The shiéld for the after zun 
will be mounted to-day undoubtedly. 
Europe, every one at the yard now thinks, is 
the destination of the Atlanta, and the Boston’s 
officers, firm in this belief, see nothing ahead of 
them but Hayti and its discomforts, 
Tho Atlanta’s leak on being pulled out of dry 
dock was not as serious an affair as was at first 
reported. There was, it is now said, only a few 
gallons of water in the hola. The acéident re- 
sulted from a broken joint in one of the deliv- 
ery pipes of the engine room. As the vessel 
moved off into the water the inflow through the 
broken joint attracted the attention of the en- 
Kineers of the Atlanta, who resorted with suo- 
cess to Measures to stop the leak. 
The Boston is booked for a run to the city for 
which she is named. Sheis te be there on the 
anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, when 
she will contribute to the salutes which will 
shake the water front of the city on that day. 
‘With the close of the celebration the cruiser 
will startfor HaytiL Sucnd, at least, is the last 
report. 
The board of survey on the Galena has been 
held and the board recommenas the allowing, 
forthwith, of a new deck planking. It wouid 
appear that her repairs for the present 
are to be of a;temporary character, since 
from what is learned from Commauder 
Sumner her hull is badly in need of an overhaul- 
ing. But the urgent need of some show on the 
North Atlantic station undoubtedly precludes 
the putting of this vessel into dock for ex- 
tensive repairs.

The latest calculation plaees the number of 
vavancies for this year’s classof naval cadets at 
twenty-one, the iately-reported resignation of 
Ensign Ness making this number. It is safe to 
say that the tirst twenty-five men of the class 
will be commissioned. By the recent order of 
the department the graduates will not be per- 
mitted to choose their corps, the assignments 
being made according fo the recommendations 
of the academic board and approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 
The Navy Department appears to appreciate 
the recent order of the British Admiralty which 
directs that in the future midshipmen shall be 
ordered to masriess ships only. This is because 
of the lack of importance whichis attached to 
seamanship of the old school. In an apparent 
conformity with this departure in British naval 
management the Navy Department has ex- 
pressed opinions favoring the policy of sending 
the graduates of the Naval Academy to the new 
cruisers as far as the details will permit. In 
other words the forthcoming officers of the navy 
will be schooled in the type of modern war 
ships of the country. 

WHY THE FOREMEN DID NOT STRIKE, 

The settlement of the strike in Schultz’s 
bakery, in Harrison-avenus, Erooklyn, devel- 
oped some curious things. When the men 
struck for shorter hours, the seven foremen. 
who were members of the Bakers’ National 
Union, refused to go out, and stood by their em- 
ployer. Then they withdrew from the union, 

When the strike was settled, the seven fore- 
men were summoned before the Executive Com- 
mittee of the union, and were asked why they 
had not gone out with the other men when the 
strike was declared. The foremen, who are 
Germans and have not been long in the coun- 
try, rephed that they bad been taken into part- 
nership in the ooncern, and of course they 
could not leave their ‘senior. partner alohe in 
distress. | 

Astonished at the men’s assertion, the officers 
of the union sent a eommittee to the bakery 
aud there found, they say, that the firm had 
induced the foremen to deposit $100 each, and 
te sign agreements for good behavior under 
penalty of the forfeit of the deposits. In 
depositing the money the foremen imagined 
that they were being made partners. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee then asked the foremen if 


they wished to return tothe union. They said 
suey were willing to do so, 








A VERDIOT FOR $5,000, 

Charles A. T. Rodrian yesterday sued the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroaa 
Company for damages for the loss of his wife, 
who was killed by an express train at Mamaro- 
neck Station on Oct. 8, 1888, while she was 
crossing the tracks. The case was tried before 


Justice Barnard and a jury in the Supreme 
Court at White Plains. The defendants denied 
that they were negligent in the running of the 
train, and claimed that the woman was guilty 
of contributory negligence in not looking before 
crossing the tracks. The evidence showed that 
the engineer blew his whistle when within forty 
feet of the crossing, when it was too late. The 
Judge charged that he should have blown it 
eighty rods below the station and continued to 
blow it until past the station, as required by the 
atatute. The jury promptly rendered a verdict 
of $5,000 for the plaintiff. 


DIED IN A BRIDGE OAR, 

Dotius Doolittle Ives, senior member of 
the wholesale hat firm of Ives & Bonar of 444 
Broadway, fell dead from heart disease in one 
of the Brooklyn Bridge cars as he was coming

He was born in Cheshire, Conn., 
in 1828 aud started in the hat trade in thie cit 
in 1857. He founded the firm of Ives, Clark 
Co. in 1860, and its building in Warren-street 
waa known to all the hat dealers in the coun- 
try. He was the active head of his tirm at his 
death. He leaves a widow. Mr. Ives resided 
at 111 Gates-avenuse, Brooklyn, and was Senior 
Warden of the Church ef the Messiah for twenty 
years, The funeral services will be held at the 
church, probably to-morrow, and the interment 
will be in Connecticut.

GRAND ARMY VETERANS AND THEIR

“MUSK PLANTS” FIND A READY SALE 
AMONG EAST-SIDE RESIDENTS. 

A tall man, with a weather-bronzed face, 
-walked about the east side on Wednesday. Ho 
carried a basket covered with several rags and 
a piece of oil cloth, and talked about the bene- 
fits of protection to American industries. He 
walked into George Bradh’s saloon, in Twenty- 
slxth-street, between First 4nd Second avenues, 
which is much frequented by medical scholars 
and local statesmen. He carefully removed the 
oilcloth from the basket, and immediately a 
rich odor of musk pervaded the saloon. 

“Thanks to the generous protection of the
